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THE BUGABOO OF MILITARISM. 


At last we have the solution of the problem of high 
prices. Representative Livingston, of Georgia, has given 
it to us. Discharge all committees that may have had 
imposed upon them the answer to the question why the 
staples of life are higher than they used to be. Qt isn’t 
the tariff, it isn’t the increased output of gold, it isn’t the 
failure of crops, it isn’t the increase of population. It is 
not one nor all of these,-in the opinion of the learned 
gentleman from Georgia. It is our “military despotism.” 
Mr. Livingston certainly gives us the worth of our money. 
He reveals two great secrets at once—first, that we have 
a military despotism, and, second, that this despotism 
is making us pay more for our butter, milk and eggs. 
Now, here is a political economist as well as a legislator 
—a happy combination. What is the necessity of ap- 
pointing committees to ascertain the cause of high prices, 
when Mr. Livingston is always accessible with his de- 
cisive information? 

We regret to note that Mr. Livingston is not a close 
reader of the ARMY AND Navy JournaL. If he had 
studied the figures we have published from time to time 
in the last few months, he would have seen that the 
expenditures of the country for military defense are a mere 
bagatelle when compared to the wealth of the country 
which is to be protected. But we can quote against Mr. 
Livingston a Congressional authority whose ability to 
speak on matters military will not be questioned, Capt. 
John A. T, Hull, chairman of the House Military Com- 
mittee. In our issue of January 15 last will be found 
excerpts from his speech in the House on the occasion 
of calling up the Army Appropriation bill for considera- 
tion on Jan. 8. At that time Mr. Hull replied to the 
assertions with which Mr. Tawney, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, had spriakled a large part of 
the country during the merry Christmastide. Mr. Taw- 
ney had said that our military expenses for wars past 
and for current expenses amount to seventy-two per 
cent. of our revenues. Mr. Hull, by appealing to figures, 
showed that the legitimate military expenses of the coun- 
try amount to less than twenty-five per cent. 

Mr. Livingston, we are sure, will find much to change 
his view of the “enormity of our military exfenses,” 
in the article in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of March 
5, 1910, page 772, entitled “Our Military Expenses.” 
We then showed the mistake made by Chairman Tawney 
in taking the question of revenues as the basis of his 
calculations, the true basis for such estimates being the 
wealth of the country to be protected. We there made 
the statement; which cannot be successfully contradicted, 
that the annual cost of the Army and Navy amounts to 
a tax upon the entire property of the United States of only 
eighteen cents on the hundred dollars, while the rate for 
fire insurance alone in New York city varies from between 
eight and ten cents a hundred to $15 a hundred in some 
cases; that of cotton, for example. We wish again to 
call the attention of Representative Livingston to another 
fact of which we have made mention in our columns, 
that there is in Greater New York, within the reach of the 
guns of the Dreadnoughts of the foreign navies, landed 
property worth more than all the land lying between the 
Mississippi River and the Pacific Ocean. 

It would seem to us, and we believe it will appear in 
the same light to Mr. Livingston, that it is picayune and 
contemptible, when one stops to consider that property 
of such stupendous value is within the reach of bombard- 
ment, to wail and mourn because this Government actually 
spends eighteen cents out of every hundred dollars’ worth 
of property in the United States for Army and Navy 
defense. The chief port of Georgia is Savannah. If 
within gunshot of the foreign battleships there were prop- 
erty at Savannah worth more than all the land between 


the Mississippi and the Pacific, it is our opinion that Mr. 
Livingston would be the last to inveigh against the pres- 
ent governmental expenses for the Services. Then, 
doubtless, his “military despotism’ would change to a 
“beneficent safeguarding of our interests,” and our 
“national policy of pomp and splendor” would be meta- 
morphosed into “a sane ,and healthy national vigilance.” 
CAMP DUTY FOR THE MILITIA. 

On hearing reports of a sodden camp at the Militia 
maneuvers of the National Guard and the Regular Army 
at the camp at Chickamauga, the New Orleans Picayune 





is oppressed with the fear that “the Army officers detailed 


for duty at such camps of instruction do not make suffi- 
cient allowance for the limitations of the Militiamen. 
The members of the National Guard are for the most 
part clerks and workingmen, who, however vigorous 
ordinarily, are not used to exposure to inclement weather 
and have not received the training essential to taking 
proper care of their health and comfort under such 
conditions. The great majority of them devote their 
summer vacations to the tour of duty in the field pre- 
scribed by the War Department, and'they naturally expect 
to obtain a certain amount of enjoyment and pleasure 
from attendance at the maneuvers. If, therefore, the 
tour of duty in the field is made so arduous as to preclude 
the possibility of recreation, the annual maneuvers or 
encampments will become unpopular, and National Guard 
commanders will find it difficult to keep their ranks full. 
It is all very well to give the Militia all the instruction 
possible, but the Army officers will make a mistake if 
they suppose that National Guardsmen will bear with 
equanimity such a constant routine of drills and strenuous 
exercises as that to which Regular soldiers are compelled 
to submit. All work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy is a proverb as true of the training of Militiamen 
as of any other class of free men.” Someone has said 
that nothing is more out of place than a proverb that 
doesn’t apply. The proverb about Jack and the dull boy 
which our Delta contemporary flings at the Army in- 
structors at camps misses the target entirely, for the 
reason that when soldiers go to camp they go with 
the understanding that there is to be work, and lots of it. 
The camp tour is the only time in twelve months 
that National Guardsmen can receive the instruction that 
is afforded by these joint assemblages of Regulars and 
Militiamen, and, considering that the tour represents 
only one-fiftieth of the three hundred and sixty-five days 
of the year, it ought to be understood by sensible Guards- 
men that they cannot go through with an ordfnary 
program of instruction in that time if they are going to 
make of their camp tour a mixture of military training 
and summer pleasure. It was because the old state 
camp duty was deemed too much of an outing for the 
men that the scheme of maneuver camps has been worked 
out. -While it is true that some state officers think that 
a return to such camps might not be an unmixed evil, 
the majority of the officers of the different state military 
establishments that have the welfare of the Militia or- 
ganizations at heart believe that, even as it is, the state 
soldiers do not get enough instruction. Among these 
officers is one of the most capable colofiels of the 
National Guard of Connecticut, who favors increasing 
the length of the tour of the Guardsmen in these camps 
of instruction. With a regiment thrown into camp for 
a tour of less than seven days, it is not easy to see how 
the recreation of which the Picayune speaks can be given 
to the men if they are to get satisfactory results out of 
association with the Regulars. They will not be brought 
into contact with the Regulars for another year, and in 
that time they will forget much that they have gathered 
in camp; and officers of the National Guard, appreciating 
the rarity of this joint service with the men of the Army, 
are the ones who are eager to see their men learn. To 
say that the Army officers may overwork the men of the 
Guard in camp is to ignore the enthusiasm of the state 
officers themselves and their efforts to get all out of their 
men they can in the way of work. As a matter of fact, 
there has been more growling and grumbling among the 
men over extra work in city parades, etc., than over 
the routine work in camps. The objections to parading 
in New York on July 4 were more pronounced than any 
protests we have ever heard against the programs laid 
down for joint camps of instruction.

The dream of a universa] brotherhood, in which every- 
one would live in concord and peace with his neighbor, is 
too beautiful for us to say anything witlessly that would 
shatter faith in that vision wrapped in its rainbow mists, 
but we may take the liberty of suggesting to “peace 
crusaders” a field of unifying endeavor which is nearer 
at hand, and which ought to be more productive of perma- 
nent tendencies toward peace than anything they are now 
doing in the direction of universal concord. What would 
conduce more to bringing about world-wide peace than 
the harmonizing of the ciashing religions—yes, of the 
jarring and conflicting creeds of the same religion? Why 
do the peace propagandists begin with the secular side of 
life to promote peace, while Jeaving practically untouched 
the vast field of religious strife? One would naturally 
look for the first movements for world peace to be directed 
toward bringing the fcllowers of the Prince of Peace into 
harmony. How can the merchants, the business men, the 
commercial interests of the world be expected to lie down 
in’ peace together when the very worshipers of the different 
religions cannot live in peace; when, as in the case of 
religious bodies visiting the 'Tomb of Christ in Jerusalem, 
a guard of Turkish soldiers is required to keep the 


different Christians from springing at one another's 
throats? Of what avail to banish battleships from the 
busy lanes of commerce while we leave in the hearts of 
such worshipers malice, envy, hatred and religious 
animosity? Now, here is a field, we submit, in which the 
first movements toward universal peace should be actively 
at work. We recall that at the World’s Fair in Chicago, 
in 1893, there was a congress of the religions of the 
world, Which, it was confidently expected,-was going to do 
much to reconcile the disputing brethren of creeds. What 
permanent good came of it? What has been the fate of 
that congress of religions? What has been its successor? 
Where have later congresses been held? A wide silence 
is the only reply to these questions. If the spirit of 
brotherhood should so prevail that all the religions of the 
world might be brought into harmonious agreement, would 
not battleships disappear from the oceans of the world 
and the tramp of armed men be drowned in the chorus of 
heavenly praise? But until] we can bring about a 
co-operative concert in religion, is it not a waste of time 
and effort to pursue after the ignis fatuus of commercial 
and secular universal peace?

A splendid tribute to the growth and progress of the 
Southern states since the Civil War is given in the report 
of the historical committee of the United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, prepared by Gen. Bennett H. Young, 
of Louisville, Ky. “The South of the present hour is a 
very different proposition from that of 1865-80,” says the 
report. “With its twenty-odd millions of people, with its 
wealth increasing at the rate of $3,000,000 a day, with 
an income from cotton alone of over two and three- 
quarter millions of dollars a day, and with expansion on 
every hand so marvelous that its people cannot realize 
its extent, with a political prestige and power in the 
nation exercised by no other similar area and population, 
it cannot only demand but require the completest con- 
sideration for its claims of the past and its proper place 
in the history of the world.” This report appears in the 
last issue of the Confederate Veteran. Not far from it 
is a long poem by the Rev. J. Lowrie Wilson, D.D., of 
the Presbyterian Church, dedicated in 1908, to the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, entitled, “The Southrons’ Fare- 
well to Liberty,” expressing the feelings of those who 
saw the fall of the Confederacy in 1865. In view of the 
report of the committee from which we have just quoted, 
showing that the South is enjoying a superior political 
power and prestige, Dr. Wilson might well revise his 
poem, especially the line about plucking from Dixie “her 
starry crown.” It would appear from the report, as 
well as from the statistics of the country’s wealth, that 
Dixie is wearing a pretty fine crown these days, the 
crown of prosperity and progress. 








If American Medicine, which expresses a desire that 
colored underclothing be tried in the hot latitudes, and 
the New York Sun and New York Times, which reprint 
this suggestion, will read the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
of May 21, page 1126, they will find a report of the board 
of Army medical officers on the year’s experiments in the 
Philippines with orange red underclothing worn by en- 
listed men at different posts of the Army in the archi- 
pelago. ‘The verdict of the men was overwhelmingly 
against the colored underclothing. We know of no 
medical experiment conducted more exhaustively and con- 
scientiously over so long a period of time. Indeed, the 
board of officers went so far as to test the comparative 
resistance to light of white, brown and black skins, and 
it was ascertained that the superior density of texture of 
the white skin made up for the increased pigment of the 
darker types. American Medicine says that there is “an 
instinctive demand for opaque underclothing,” but if it 
will read the report of the Army medical officers on the 
colored clothing test it will learn that, far from there 
being an instinctive demand on the part of the wearers 
of that attire, there soon grew up a pronounced disgust 
for it, due to an appreciable increase of discomfort in 
hot weather. We are surprised to find a journal, claiming 
to represent American medical progress, ignorant of one 
of the most satisfactory hygienic tests ever conducted by 
American medical men. Our surprise is the greater, in 
view of the wide currency given by the press to the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL report of the results of the 
Philippine tests. 
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New York is already mentioned as the possible meeting 
place of the first world parliament provided for by the 
Robinson resolution, which calls for a joint assembly and 
meeting of the parliaments and national legislative bodies 
of the nations of the world in the United States. This 
resolution goes over to the next session of Congress. it 
provides for the appropriation of half a million dollars 
for an international peace propaganda and hospitality 
fund. Some of the most earnest of these international 
brotherhood dreamers are already pushing forward the 
idea of an international city in which could meet the 
Hague conferences and the Hague courts, and other bodies 
with similar purposes, but the New York Times suggests 
that this international city project should not “interfere 
with the larger enterprise of a permanent world’s parlia- 
ment with its capital in or near New York.” There is a 
certain amount of refreshing audacity in the proposal that 
a World’s Parliament should be held permanently in this 
the newest of the countries, making the representatives 
of all the nations of Europe cross three thousand miles 
of ocean to take part in the deliberations, when this 
wonderful parliament might as well’ have its capital in 
Europe, to which nearly all the Powers could easily repair.

Great as is the work which Major Charles De L. Hine 
is doing to simplify the routine of railroads, it should 
have a marked effect upon our military transportation 
in future wars. Whether with the eye of a true military 
patriot he foresaw the value of his scheme in the case 
of hostilities, we do not know, but when Army methods 
shall come to be in operation on all the railroads of the 
country such congestion and such obstacles in the way 
of mobilization qs characterized the concentrationvof our 
troops at Chickamauga and Tampa in 1898 will un- 
doubtedly be lacking from our preliminary efforts to get 
ready to defend ourselves. Circulars of the Union Pacific 
Railway of recent date show that the Hine system of 
railway reorganization embodies the principles of the 
Army systematization of details and have almost a mili- 
tary tone. Were military titles given to the signers of 
the circulars these documents would in nowise differ in 
style from the official communications appearing 
regularly in our columns. One circular before us reads 
as follows: “Qmaha, Neb., July —. Circular No. —. 
The following appointments of the assistant general 
manager are announced: ” Then follows the body 
of the circular, which is signed ‘by one of the high officials, 
and in the left-hand corner is the ‘ ‘approved” with the 
requisite signature. The system which is thus bringing 
such effective results in concentration of effort and ad- 
ministration is that applied to the Harriman railroad 
system by Major Charles Hine, a graduate of the Military 
Academy of the class 1891 and a lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army, from which he resigned for the purpose of studying 
the railroad business from the “ground up,” with the 
ultimate intention of adapting the Army system to rail- 
road methods. Lieutenant Hine, who was a major of 
Volunteers in 1898, saw the weaknesses of the railway 
methods soon after he had been in the Army, and he 
decided to fit himself to apply the Army methods to the 
vast problems of railway administration. To do this he 
saw he must have a thorough knowledge of the business 
of transportation, so on quitting the Army he began 
railroad work as a freight brakeman, ultimately going 
through all the grades to that of general superintendent.

While at the Academy and jin the Army Major Hine 
had made a special study of administrative details, and 
once his plans received favorable consideration from the 
heads of the Harriman lines he set to work with great 
energy to prove to the business world that it had mis- 
judged the methods in use in the Army, and that they 
could be transplanted into civilian business with great 
success. The Hine system is practically in operation 
throughout the better part of the Harriman system. He 
has demonstrated that military methods are a distinct 
advance upon the industrial feudalism that _ still 
characterizes the business world; that composite efficiency 
is increased only by attention to the rights and status 
of the individual; that military organization needs only 
to be understood to be appreciated. The Army method, 
as applied by him to the railroads, is called the “Unit 
System of Organization.” Formerly office work was 
grouped around officials: under the new conception the 
work is grouped by classes. The key to success in the 
unit system, Major Hine believes, is a properly handled 
file room. It has been found possible by using the Army 
system to reduce the correspondence of divisions thus 
reorganized from thirty to fifty per cent. Even with 
the reduced clerical forces night as well as Sunday office 
work has been eliminated. The great reduction is made 
possible hy the constant presence of the senior assistant, 
who is alert to discourage the letter-writing propensities 
of headquarters. It is expected that when all the units 
under the Chicago office are reorganized there will be a 
net saving of at least 500.000 letters a year. The retard- 
ing effect of such useless letters upon administration 
cannot be measured in money. The dwarfing influence 
upon the individual initiative of the man below is likewise 
indeterminate. It is believed that, later, numerous routine 
reports can he dispensed with. In place of such designa- 
tions of officials as master mechanic, division engineer, 
trainmaster, etc., has come the simple title of assistant 
superintendent. Most division officials have welcomed the 
title of “assistant superintendent” as a real promotion 
and as an increase in opportunity, but some still feel 
the loss of a distinctive title. Time is expected to prove 
that railroading has become great enough as a profession 
to carry its own marks of distinction and to permit of a 
properly balanced specialization along the lines of 
greatest aptitude. 
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An interesting discussion has recently been taking place 
in the Russki Invalid concerning the value of cavalry. 
Colonel Novitzki, the well known writer on the war, has 
found opponents in two experienced writers, Krasnoff and 
Fedotoff. His own view is that the enormous develop- 
ments in the technics of firearms must exercise a growing 
influence upon the tactical leading of troops in general, 
and that the comparative values of the firearm and the 
arme blanche are no longer what they were even a few 
years ago. Novitzki does not depreciate cavalry altogether, 
but desires to show that their characteristics must be 
changed and that they must depend very largely upon 
the use of firearms. His opponent, Krasnoff, attributes 
his criticisms to a misunderstanding of the psychological 
conditions of the battlefield, inasmuch as he invests fire- 
arms with the effect they possess upon the training 
ground in the hands of men unaffected by the sights and 
sounds of the field of combat. In the view of this writer 
cavalry have been hypnotized by a certain influence of 
military opinion tending to the belief that they are power- 
less in the presence of well armed artillery or infantry. 
The other disputant, Fedotoff, maintains strongly, upon 
technical grounds, that well handled cavalry in modern 
war, in which vast supplies of ammunition are required, 
and the rearward services of an army are greatly 
lengthened, will find great opportunities, as also in attack- 
ing the flanks of troops widely distributed upon extended 
battlefields. 


There was a Homecoming Week at Phenixville, Chester 
county, Pa., one of the features of which was a reminis- 
cence meeting on the evening of July 7. Hon. Franklin 
MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury, who was born on 
a farm in Chester county, was among the speakers. He 
told of the failure of his efforts to get a commission during 
the Civil War, saying: “The upshot of these two failures 
to take the place of a better man was that I did not get 
into the war further than this: that when General Lee 





was one time invading Pennsylvania a veteran regiment 
had just returned to West Chester, mustered out at the 
end of iis enlistment, and it immediately tendered its 
services for the emergency. This regiment was not full, 
of course, and we who were in West Chester hastily 
organized a company, with my brother, Wayne (Hon. 
Wayne MacVeagh, ex-Attorney General), as captain, and 
were taken in as a company of this veteran regiment. 
We went to Harrisburg shipped in old freight cars—a 
cheerful iot of impromptu, improvised soldiers—and lay 
around in a camp there for some time, and then the un- 
expected happened which released this veteran regiment 
from service. We irregulars were all marched back again 
at our own expense. We had marched up the hill and 
we marched down again. Our captain, my brother Wayne, 
at this point deserted his rejected command and took 
service on a fighting general’s staff, and thereby became 
the only one of the regiment who smelled powder.” Mr. 
MacVeagh further said: “I recall very freshly among my 
schoolboy friends those two Pennypackers—Samuel, whom 
we now know as Governor Pennypacker, and that wonder- 
fully handsome iad, Galusha, who became General Penny- 
packer, with a soldier’s record most distinguished and 
honored.” ‘ 
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The preliminary injunction issued more than a month 
ago to restrain union carpenters and joiners from striking 
against the “open shop” rule of their employers in the 
new Cathedral of St. John the Divine and the West 
Point Military Academy has been continued by Judge 
Ward in the U.S. Cireuit Court, Southern District of 
New York. In his opinion Judge Ward said: “The right 
of workingmen to unite for their own protection is un- 
doubted, and so is their right to strike peaceably because 
of grievances. But their right to combine, to call out 
the workmen of other employers who have no grievances 
or to threaten owners. builders and architects that their 
contracts will be held up if they or any of their sub- 
contractors use the complainants’ trim is quite another 
affair. The particular acts sought to be enjoined in this 
case are the calling out of the employees in other trades 
who have no grievances against their employers, and the 
warning to owners, builders, architects and third persons 
they are likely to have their operations held up if they 
use complainants’ trim. Whether the complainants may 
be found to have other rights upon final hearing, and 
whether the persons not parties may be guilty of contempt 
if they knowingly assist in the violation of a preliminary 
injunction to be issued, need not now be considered.”

The Rev. Albion W. Knight, Bishop of the Episcopal 
Church in Cuba, preached last Sunday in St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Episcopal Church, New York city. on the expansion 
policy of the United States. He praised the successful 
work of the Army and Navy in digging the Panama Canal 
after costly civilian experts had failed in their first 
attempts, and recounted the good results of the war in 
Cuba. “A nation that lives within itself,” he said, “and 
does not expand must perish. What have we accomplished 
by our unselfish war of twelve years ago? One thing 
occurred that was worth all the blood, treasure, heart- 
burnings and labor, and that was the conquest of the 
diseases of the tropics. Our Army surgeons went into 
the midst of disease and wiped it from the earth. If we 
had not conquered tropical disease we would not have 
attempted the Panama Canal. We sent down there high 
priced civil experts, picked men, to construct the Canal. 
We do not know why they failed, but one, then another, 
came back, until the time came and the Army and Navy 
were told to go down there and dig the Canal, and to-day 
the Army and Navy of the United States are constructing 
that Canal, economically, rapidly, splendidly, and soon it 
will be done.” 
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The Navy Department has purchased a device which 
will permit the escape of officers and crew of flooded 
submarines resting on the bottom. This device, which 
has already been tested and adopted by the British navy, 
will be installed for experimental purposes) in one of our 
new submarines, and if found satisfactory all the sub- 
marines of the Navy will be equipped with it. An 
airtight section built from the side of the submarine, in 
which the air is trapped, is part of the design to be tried, 
which its English inventor calls an “air lock.” With 





‘this is to be used an ingenious diving helmet and jacket. 


These helmets are hung inside the air lock, which is 
supplied with oxygen from the submarine’s cylinders. In 
ease of an accident the men in the vessel may make their 
way to the air lock, adjust the helmets, which requires 
but thirty seconds, and the air in the helmet carries the 
wearer to the surface. There is a supply of artificial air 
in the helmet in a small case, which both purifies and 
generates oxygen. Respired air undergoes a process of 
purification and is reoxygenated and used over again. 
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Mr. Gerard Fiennes, according to the Hampshire 
Telegraph. is convinced that the Anglo-Japanese Alliance 
will not be renewed after 1915. That became impossible, 
he said, when the United States Fleet visited Australia 
in 1908. Britain’s sole hope of preserving peace consists 
in her having a definite imperial Pacific policy with a 
strong force in that ocean to back it up. Mr. Fiennes is, 
however, convinced that the Japanese will fight the United 
States, for whom, he declares, they are full of contempt. 
“They have a profound disbelief in the war worthiness of 
the American Navy, and an acute realization of the fact 
that the strategical situation is overwhelmingly in their 
favor. The Japanese will fight the United States for the 
purpose of consolidating the yellow peoples, and because 
Japan knows that Europe would hold aloof. They have 
already beaten the most aggressive of the white Powers. 
If victorious over another, Japan would appear to her 
huge neighbor (China) invincible, ‘the adversary to be 
agreed with.’ ” 








The 3d Battalion, 2d Infantry, in command of Lieut 
Col. James A. Maney, left Fort Assinniboine for Fort 
William Henry Harrison, Helena, Mont., on July 9. At 
Helena they were to entrain for the maneuver camp at 
American Lake, Wash. The march to Helena includes 
some pretty difficult streams to negotiate. The largest 
town passed through is Great Falls, on the Missouri 
River, and the march takes the battalion through the 
wonderfully beautiful Prickly Pear canyon, just before 
reaching Helena. The country directly surrounding Fort 
Assinniboine is so bare of wood that it is necessary to 
send forward forage and wood for the first camps. On 
account of this the command is not traveling in extremely 


light marching order, ordinary baggage trains being used 
to haul wood, as the supply of mules is short and full 
field allowance is being carried. 
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Mr. Thomas F. Ryan, the New York multimillionaire 
and railway promoter, is a Democrat.. We make this 
statement as to his political opinions because the London 
correspondent of the New York Times credits him with 
advocating a four-power navy, not a four-horse power 
navy, which is ‘the ambition of another distinguished 
Democrat, who lives in Lincoln, Neb. Mr. Ryan wants 
an immense navy, which would be superior to the navies 
of any two other Powers. As he included Great Britain 
in this estimate, he did not flinch when told that his 
two-power standard for the American Navy really meant 
a four-power Navy, for England already has a two-power 
navy. Mr. Ryan dwells upon our two-ocean seaboard, 
which we spoke of several years ago as necessitating a 
broad naval policy, and says that these great coasts 
require a large Navy for proper defense.

In 1900 the expenditures of the state of New York for 
executive, administrative, protective, agricultural, defen- 
sive, judicial, regulative, legislative and administrative 
requirements was $6,375,633. The budget for 1909 showed 
an increase for all of these items except defensive, 
which were decreased $245,451, or from $1,009,864 to 
$764,403. The total increase in the other seven items 
named was $2,345,754, an average of $335,000. There 
was an increase of $31,998,079 in the appropriation for 
the year 1909 as compared with 1900 for improvement of 
transportation, roads and canals, an increase of $2,974,- 
577 in the expenditures for education, and $3,288,250 in 
those for charitable institutions. The net increase in the 
grand total for the year was $38,224,175, or from 
$25,885,046 in 1900 to $64,109,221 in 1909, or nearly 
156 per cent. 
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With 150,000 employees under bond for a total of 
$3,000,000,000, the U.S. Government has a mind to 
undertake the bonding itself, says the Charlotte Observer. 
“A great saving to both the Government and its employees 
can be effected in this manner, unless actuaries are greatly 
mistaken. The surety company brought the enquiry 
down on their own heads a year and a half ago, when 
they endeavored to treble their rates to government em- 
ployees. If large corporations like United States Steel 
can carry all their own risks, we should think that the 
U.S. Gevernment, which is a larger corporation still, 
might try the experiment.” 
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The steamer Bellerophon has brought news from Manila 
of the capture and wiping out of the Moro pirates who 
recently killed three Dutch traders and looted a trading 
town in the Toli Toli, Celebes group. Hadji Alsad, the 
leader, was killed by his own people on the island of 
Manuc-Manca, where he had taken refuge when. Governor 
Reed sent a party of the Philippine Constabulary in 
pursuit of the pirates. The party captured eleven mem- 
bers of the band and authorized the headman of Toli 
Toli to capture or kill the leader. 
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Mr. F. J. Stephenson, chief clerk, Watervliet Arsenal, 
N.Y., writes us correcting the statement to the effect that 
the Army gun shop at Watervliet, N.Y., will be closed. 
This arsenal, Mr. Stephenson informs us, “is being im- 
proved, the work of manufacturing new guns is being 
undertaken and field guns are being turned out in small 
quantities. It is true that the appropriations of Congress 
will not permit of the running of the shops to their full 
eapacity. They are being worked to probably twenty-five 
per cent. of their normal capacity at present. There is 
no possibility whatever that this arsenal will be closed.” 
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A correspondent calls our attention to the Elizabeth 
Daily Journal, which, in reply to an inquiry of a corre- 
spondent who wishes to know where military academies 
are located, gives this bit of exclusive information: “There 
is only one United States military academy, that at 
Annapolis. There are a number of military schools, 
which are advertised in the magazines.” As our corre- 
spondent says: “A newspaper (Service papers excepted) 
is nowadays about the last place an intelligent man would 
look for information on a military subject.” 
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There is a vacancy from the 10th New York Congress 
District for a principal and two alternates to the U.S. 
Military Academy, and Congressman William Sulzer has 
decided to make the appointment open to all young men 
in the district through a competitive examination. He 
has invited a committee of citizens to receive applications 
and decide as to the three candidates best qualified for a 
military career, the three to receive appointments as 
principal and first and second alternate, respectively. 
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The Cuban Senate has passed a bill entitled “Organic 
Law of the Army,” providing for the complete separation 
of the rurales and the so-called “permanentes.” The bill 
provides that henceforth the rurales shall be relegated 
to rural police duty, which is their proper function, and 
that the permanent army shall be the sole military force 
of the republic in time of peace. In time of war the 
rural guard will be subject to the President’s call to 
military duty, just as the militia is. 
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The total excavation for June for the Panama Canal 
was 2,619,609 cubic yards, place measurement, against 
2.477.618 cubic yards in the previous month, with one 
more working day. The rainfall for May was 11.23 
inches, while last month it was 11.67 inches. In June 
124.214 cubic yards of concrete were laid, against 107,043 
cubie yards in May. Last month 644,155 cubic yards of 
fill were placed, against 483,610 cubic yards in the pre- 
vious month.

MR. WAYNE MACVEAGH AND THE NAVY. 


In all our criticisms of public men who are led into 
foolish assertions regarding the supposed influences be- 
hind the demand for an increase in our Military Establish- 
ment we have conceded to them the best of motives, and 
have never even implied that they have made their charges 
out of pure malice. We thus feel we have a certain 
prescriptive right to call upon public men to furnish us 
with facts when they make accusations that impute 
unworthy motives to ‘those who are interested in making 
our Army and Navy adequate to the defensive needs of 
the country. Consequently, when, in the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger of July 5, we saw a report of a speech 
by the Hon. Wayne MacVeagh, former Attorney General 
of the United States, in which he was said to have re- 
ferred to an “iniquitous naval lobby” in Washington, we 
deemed it to be entirely in keeping with our policy of 
fairness to ask Mr. MacVeagh for whatever facts he had 
upon which he based his assertion. So we sent to Mr. 
MacVeagh on July 7 a letter, saying: 

“In the Philadelphia Public Ledger’s report of your 
Fourth of July address at Phoenixville, Pa., you are 
quoted as saying that an ‘iniquitous lobby’ in Washington 
is behind the demand for a larger Navy. As you, by 
virtue of your former position as Attorney General of the 
United States, have been in a position where you might 
obtain first-hand information about such a lobby, we 
take the liberty of requesting that you will furnish us 
with facts in regard to it. We believe that the true 
interests of the Navy would be injured by the work of 
any such lobby, and that publication of such information 
as you are evidently able to give us would be a benefit to 
our Navy. We are certain that one who has held so high 
a public office as you would not make such a statement 
as the Public Ledger ascribes to you without a firm 
foundation of facts.” . 

From the former Attorney General we have received 
the following reply: 

Brookfield Farm, Bryn Mawr, Pa., July 11, 1910. 

Dear Sir: 

In reply to your favor of July 7 I can only say I have 
not before me the report to which you allude of what I said 
at Phoenixville, but as I am now at an age when I avoid 
controversy when possible, I assume the report stated that 
Qongressman Butler, in his allusion to the immense appro- 
priation for the Navy, alluded to me in a kindly way as not 
agreeing with him. In reply to his challenge I expressed 
the opinion that I have long entertained that such an ap- 
palling waste of the scanty wages of the poor could not 
have been secured without the aid of lobbyists in interest of 
those who poeket such a large share of these vast sums. 

Of course I gave full credit to Mr. Butler and many others 
for being actuated by fear of wholly imaginary enemies. It 
has never cost me anything to credit others with proper 
motives, when I had reason to believe such motives existed, 
even for conduct as repugnant -to me as these wasteful ap- 
propriations are. You are mistaken in supposing that I have 
ever, in.office or out of it, been in a position where I might 
obtain first-hand information of the existence of this or any 
other lobby. The gentlemen who pursued that calling have 
atways paid me the compliment of avoiding me. 

All the same my reasoning faculties, such as they are, 
nave, in many other cases, also enabled me to become firmly 
convinced of the existence of such abhorrent forces behind 
shameful misuse of the taxes of the poor, for in the last 
vnalysis they, and not we, suffer from the waste of public 
money. In many cases where this belief was forced upon 
me an honest and thorough-going investigation has only too 
‘ften revealed iniquitous lobbyists bribing municipal, state, 
ind national legislatures. Almost every newspaper and ever 
magazine uncovers one or more of the instances of suc 
rascally practices to assist in directing public moneys into 
private treasuries. ; 

“ Tf, however, you or anybody else believes that vast sums 

for useless dreadnoughts, increasing yearly by leaps and 

bounds, reach the pockets which receive them without any 

aid from the possessors of such pockets, I can only leave to 

him the happiness of Le ~~ aa continue to 
re it.

The letter of Mr. MacVeagh shows that he has been 
misled by false reasoning rather than by mere prejudice. 
If we may take the liberty of analyzing the processes of 
his thought, it is plain that Mr. MacVeagh, perceiving 
that some persons will profit largely by the building of 
battleships, jumps to the conclusion that an unholy in- 
fluence is at work to bring about the construction of such 
ships. This is a fundamental error with more people 
than Mr. MacVeagh. Practically no large public improve- 
ment is ever made that some individual or individuals 
does not profit directly by it. Whenever a street is paved 
some contractor profits by it, but that is not to say that 
the street should not be paved or that the contractor is 
“iniquitous” because he urges the paving of the street. 
The contractor follows far behind.public sentiment in 
matters of large national concern. Far ahead of the ship- 
builders have heen Theodore Roosevelt, President Taft, 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer and other public men, the 
Navy League and other patriotic citizens in their 
advocacy of a larger Navy. They have seen the trend 
of events, and have read in the past the lessons for the 
future. The shipbuilders, the armor plate makers and 
the others pecuniarily interested in the building of battle- 
ships do not create the international situations that 
demand such national defense. They are the merest 
pawns in the great game of international politics, which 
every nation must be prepared to play at a moment’s 
notice if it would maintain its place among the foremost 
Powers of the world. 

The frank tone of Mr. MacVeagh’s letter we would 
commend to all champions of a small navy.. If they 
will attentively read Mr. MacVeagh’s letter they will 
see that he has contributed somewhat to the elucidation 
of this question of a lobby by making it plain that he 
spoke only in general terms, and rather from illogical 
assumption than from facts. Mr. MacVeagh’s letter also 
proves again the truth of what we have so often said, 
that those who make the most surprising and startling 
charges against the system of national defense are often 
those who have the fewest facts. We doubt whether Mr. 
MacVeagh would venture to say in plain terms that the 
members of the two Houses of Congress who voted for 
battleships were influenced by bribery and corruption, or 
that Mr. Hobson and others who spoke so convincingly 
re Poi of the Navy were the mere mouthpieces of a 
lobby. 
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The naval program proposed by Portugal, and awaiting 
legislative sanction, provides for the purchase or building 
of two capital ships, six protected cruisers, eighteen 
destroyers and six submersibles, the construction to take 


place in three periods, the capital ships being deferred 
to the last and the others being divided during the first 
two periods. Details are given of the protected cruisers, 








which will be of about 5,000 tons, and will have a 
maximum speed of twenty-five knots, with a cruising 
range of 7,000 miles. The destroyers will displace about 
400 tons, and their speed is to be not less than twenty- 
nine knots, nor their range of action less than 1,700 miles 
at cruising speed. The submersibles are to be of 320 
tons, submerged displacement, with fourteen knots surface 
speed and ten knots submerged, range of action to be 
not less than 1,000 miles at cruising speed and forty 
miles submerged. 
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RAISING THE MAINE. 


The phraseology of the act providing for the raising 
of the U.S. battleship Maine in Havana Harbor is so 
confusing that the Chief Engineer has decided to ask the 
Attorney General for his construction of the law, a 
careful reading of which fails to reveal whether the 
Sceretary of War and the Chief Engineer have any 
authority to raise the hull of the battleship. The only 
thing that is made clear is that the Secretary of War is 
directed to remove the mast of the wreck and place it in 
the Arlington National Cemetery here. The following is 
the text of the act: “That the Secretary of War and 
Chief of Engineers are hereby authorized and directed 
to provide with all convenient speed for the raising or the 
removal of the wreck of the battleship Maine from the 
harbor of Havana, Cuba, and for the proper interment 
of the bodies therein in Arlington Cemetery; and the 
Secretary of War is authorized and directed to remove 
the mast of the wreck of said battleship Maine and 
place the same upon a proper foundation in Arlington 
National Cemetery at or near the spot where the bodies 
of those who died through such wreck are interred; Pro- 
vided, however, that the consent in proper form of the 
Republica Cuba shall be first gained. The sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, out of 

- any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
on account of work herein authorized.” An additional 
$200,000 is carried by the Appropriation bill, in which 
it is provided that this amount “shall be expended 
according to the terms” of the original act. The officials 
in the War Department are unable to determine as to 
whether they are to report first to Congress their plans 
for raising the Maine or to go ahead with the work. 
They are not directed to raise the Maine, but “to provide 
with all convenient speed for the raising or the removal 
of the wreck.” In the latter part of the act the Secretary 
of War is directed to remove the masts from the wreck. 
Attention is called to the radical differences in the 
phraseology of the two parts of the law. In the ordinary 
process of negotiations of a foreign Power, it will require 
six months or a year to obtain consent of Cuba to enter 
upon the work, and the State Department must be in- 
formed as to the terms of the request that it is to make 
of Cuba before it can open any negotiation. In the mean 
time the Chief Engineer is receiving all manner of freak 
suggestions as to how to raise the wreck. Every crank 
inventor of the country has a scheme, and if an attempt 
was made to read all the communications which have been 
sent the War Department on the subject it would be 
necessary for the Chief Engineer and his assistants to 
devote their time exclusively to the matter. It has not 
given any attention to the details of the work, and will 
oat seer it is definitely decided just what he is authorized 
to do. 

Another plan for raising the Maine has been submitted 
by a Spaniard, Dr. A. Ximenes, who has invented a new 
kind of pontoon, which he calls a “canalon,”’ from the 
Spanish name for pontoon. It is an air vessel of cylin- 
drical form with conical ends. It measures about thirty- 
nine feet in length, with a diameter of fourteen feet, and 
as it floats in the water it looks to the Jay mind like a 
huge bottle. Dr. Ximenes proposes that a number of 
these shall be filled with water and sunk to the bottom. 
They will be lined up against the hull of the Maine and 
will rest on the mud. In this case the reef which has 
formed around the wreck will be of assistance to the 
work. It will form an excellent bed on which the 
canalons may be laid till the moment for the lifting is 
come. Divers will place the canalons in position and 
will bore holes in the sides of the old warship below the 
armor line. Through those they will pass cables and will 
bind the wreck and canalons securely together. In this 
way the entire hull will be lined with these devices. As 
soon as that is accomplished the canalons will be emptied 
of water and air will be pumped in. It is reckoned that 
just as soon as that is accomplished the Maine will leave 
the bed, into which it has been slowly settling for twelve 
years, and will be raised to the surface. These canalons 
were first used experimentally eighteen months ago on 
Lake Michigan, near Chicago, to raise a scow, which had 
been sunk for the purpose. Since then they have been 
employed on several wrecks on the Great Lakes, and are 
at present handling the Grecian. From experiments made 
with models made to scale it is expected that between 
twenty and thirty canalons would be all that would be 
necessary to salve the Maine, and that, as the raising of 
these pontoons is entirely unaffected by the rise or fall 

Af the tide, the small difference in the depth of the water 
in Havana Harbor would be of no account. 

One man wrote to General Marshall recommending 
that a huge magnet be set up over the wreck. He was 
sure that this would drag the steel ruins up from the 
mud of Havana Harbor. The raising of the Maine is 
concededly one of the most difficult problems that ever 
confronted the Engineer Corps, on account of the depth 
of the mud into which the wreck has sunk and the 
sluggishness of the water of the harbor, where the rise 
in the tide is only nine inches.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

In Brayley’s “Arrangement of Finger Prints Identifica- 
tion and Their Uses,” a book published by The Worcester 
Press, Boston, there are some instructive statements as 
to the conclusiveness of this system of identifying a per- 
son. We learn that the finger print of an individual 
remains permanent through life. In 699 out of 700 
characteristics of the markings made by finger prints 
there is absolutely no change between birth and death. 

The last thing to change in the body of a human being 
is the skin of the finger tips, hence bodies whose other 
characteristics may be beyond use for identification may 
be traced by finger prints. Prof, Galton, the eminent 
statistician, has estimated that there is only one chance 
that two finger prints will be alike. 
Classification of finger prints with absolute accuracy is 
a simple task. There are 1,024 primary classifications 
and innumerable sub-classifications. The object of this 
volume is to teach the simplicity of the finger print sys- 
tem of identification and to spread a knowledge of it as 
a means of making it easier to detect dishonesty. On 
the Pacific coast already finger prints are used as a 
means of identifying Chinese and Japanese depositors at 
banks. Every time a Chinaman or Japanese wants to 
pay by check he puts his finger print on the check in- 
stead of his signature (unless he can write English), and 
it takes but a minute or two for the bank to tell the 
writer of the check. We ourselves know of a place 
where there are finger prints of 300,000 men which are 
so thoroughly classified that when a new print comes 
into the office it can be told within five minutes whether 
it has been there before. The advantage of this method 
of identification over the Bertillon system is that the 
Bertillon requires an expert to take the measurements, 
whereas the prints can be taken by any policeman 
after a lesson or two. Discussing the future use of 
finger prints, the author predicts that they will soon 
supplant the Bertillon system for identifying criminals ; 
that the time is near when all insurance companies will 
require finger prints of the person insured to guard 
against fraud; that banks and express companies will 
have prints of their employees in order to have a positive 
means of identification in case of defalcation; that per- 
sons making wills will impress their finger print to prove 
the signature is genuine, and that families will eventually 
have their finger prints filed away for identification pur- 
poses in case of fatal accident or kidnapping. Shipping 
companies and shipowners, he says, should have one or 
more impresions taken of the officers and crew, and ocean 
passengers could be identified in cases of shipwreck or 
collisicn. Public schools could also be included in such a 
system. the impressions of the fingers being taken when 
the child enters the kindergarten grade. Fraud at the 
ballot box could be lessened if registered voters were 
obliged by law to have the thumb or finger impression 
taken, the print proving the right to vote if challenged. 
The book zives tables showing the best methods of 
classification of prints. The use of the finger print sys- 
tem has proved its worth many times over in the Amer- 
ican Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

The action of the American naval officers at the battle 
of Santiago who kept the’ men below informed of the 
progress of the battle is commended by a distinguished 
officer of the French navy, who has just written three 
volumes on naval warfare, “L’Esprit de la Guerre 
Navale,” although, he says, there are some who “might 
regard such interest in the men in the bowels of the ship 
as puerile.’ The French officer and author is Capt. 
René Daveluy, whose books are issued from the publish- 
ing house of Berger-Levrault et Cie., of Paris. The first 
volume deals with strategy only, the second with tactics 
and the third with the organization of forces. In the 
second volume, in the chapter on the mora] element in 
naval warfare, the author thus refers to the Spanish- 
American War: “War will send on board our ships many 
reservists who long have been without the restraining 
influence of their officers. Their state of mind should 
be the object of our care, and nothing should be neglected 
that would maintain a high degree of moral force in 
them. Ai the battle of Santiago the Americans kept the 
men at work in the depths of the ships in touch with 
the incidents of the battle. Some may deem this puerile, 
but nevertheless the effect was to keep everyone at his 





post and to strengthen the courage of all.” The author - 


might also have said that the same thing was done at 
the battle of Manila, and one historian of that engage- 
ment has told how, when news would be shouted down 
to the stokers that such and such a Spanish ship had 
gone down, there would come a terrific pounding of the 
ventilators by the men with their shovels, which was 
their way of expressing their feelings. The author is 
recognized as one of the best of European writers on 
naval subjects, and his reputation is enhanced by these 
able studies. In the first words of his introduction he 
says: “In reading history one arrives at the conclusion 
that if many men have made war few have understood it. 
The same mistakes. the same errors are reproduced with 
almost mathematical regularity.” He sarcastically notes 
that “the system of finding in past battles knowledge for 
future battles is held in slight honor in the French navy.” 
He finds that the reason France drew no lessons from the 
destruction of her fleet at Trafalgar was that the defeat 
did not touch the heart of the nation. For some years 
the country had been deprived of her maritime commerce, 
and at the time of the loss of the fleet there began an 
era of land conquests. Then the author strikingly says- 
“Ulm and Austerlitz were the flowers which the army 
placed upon the tomb of the navy.” His works are plainly 
efforts to put more life into the navy of his country and 
to correct striking abuses, as at page 319 of the first 
volume, when he takes up the question of construction 
and armament, which differ so in the various ships, ask- 
ing in what way such divergence can benefit the navy, and 


not hesitating to use the word “anarchy” in respect to 
the resulting confusion. One chapter of the first volume 
is given up to a discussion of the American War of the 
Revolution. Of the naval strategy of Bonaparte the 
author says that his plans were made useless by the 
initial error, namely, that the vessels of the allies were 
not fit to carry on war. From this mistake came the dis- 
couragement of Villeneuve and the victories of Nelson. 


We note that Robert W. A. Brewer, Fellow of the 
Society of Engineers of Great Britain, associate member 
of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, etc., is of 
the same opinion as ourselves as to the inability at this 
time of saying decisively which type of aeroplane, the 
biplane or the monoplane, will eventually prove the cor- 
rect flying machine. He opens the first chapter of his 
book, “The Art of Aviation,” with these words, “We 
cannot say whether one type of machine or another is 
the correct type for flying,” a less dogmatic and more 
consistent statement than that of M. Petit, of France, 
which we criticised, namely, that the monoplane is to be 
the flying machine of the future. A number of photographs 
of the German guns and motor cars equipped for fighting 
airships and aeroplanes are given. The use of the aero- 
plane in war, Mr. Brewer thinks, will be limited to : 
reconnaissances and raids and despatch bearing. He 
does not predict’ any use of the flying machine for 
dropping explosives. The book has 250 pages, and goes 
deeply into mathematical calculations on the resistance 
of the air, etc., as well as into a technical discussion of 
propellers and engines. The publishers are the McGraw- 
Hili Company, New York. While at the aviation meet 
held in Rheims, France, in the week of July 4-9, the 
monoplane carried off all the honors, it should be remem- 
bered that the Wrights and the great biplane operators, 
such as Curtiss, Hamilton and Brookins, were in 
America. The type of monoplane used by Blériot in his 
flight across the British Channel has been developed 
greatly in Europe in the past year. Morane at Rheims, 
in lowering the twenty-kilometer record to twelve minutes 
and forty-five and three-fifths seconds in a Blériot 
machine, covered ten kilometers at the rate of sixty-six 
miles an hour, a speed which has led some experts to 
predict that in a short time aeroplanes will be traveling 
faster than 100 miles an hour. Olieslagers, also in a 
Blériot machine, covered 245 miles without stopping, 
remaining in the air five hours three minutes and five 
seconds. The dominant impression at the Rheims meet 
was the astonishing development of the monoplanes, which 
defied the wind and rain when the biplanes were unable 
to leave the sheds. All the first prizes were captured by 
pilots of Blériot and Antoinette machines. At Atlantic 
City, during the same week, Curtiss and Brookins gave 
exhibitions with biplanes off the beach. Brookins reached 
an altitude of 6,175 feet, a world’s record, and while at 
a height of six thousand feet his power gave out, but by 
deft manipulation of the planes he descended in safety. 
In coming down he believes that sometimes he fell at a 
speed greater than 100 miles an hour. So great was the 
rush of air on his slide down that he had a splitting 
headache long after his descent.

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DISCRIMINATION. 


To THE EpiIror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Congress has made the pay of Army and Navy officers 
equal, grade for grade, but in one case, retirement, they 
have discriminated in favor of the Navy and against the 
Army. The ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of July 9, 1910, 
gives a list of fourteen Navy officers retired to date June 
30, 1910. Eleven of these officers applied for retirement 
under Sec. 8 of the Act of March 3, 1899, and three 
were recommended for retirement by the Elimination 
Board under Sec. 9 of the Act of March 3, 1910. All of 
these officers will be advanced one grade; that is to say, 
captains will be advanced to the grade of commodore, 
corresponding to a brigadier general in the Army; com- 
manders advanced to the grade of captain in the Navy, 
corresponding to a colonel in the Army, and will receive 
the pay of the advanced grade. Nearly if not every 
year retirements of this nature are made in the Navy. 
In the Army advanced rank on retirement is given, first, 
to those officers who served in the Civil War; second, to 
those who have the necessary influence to obtain a 
brigadier generaley. ‘The Navy Register shows that the 
fourteen officers retired June 30 had service of from 
twenty-nine to forty-two years, including the time at the 
Naval Academy. The Army Register shows a large 
number of officers of long service retired without any 
advaneed rank, as follows: Fourteen colonels of over 
forty years of service, fourteen colonels of over thirty-five 
years’ service, one lieutenant colonel of over forty years’ 
service, seven lieutenant colonels of over thirty-five years’ 
service, retired on their own application; thirteen colonels 
of over forty years’ service and one lieutenant colonel of 
over forty years’ service, retired on account of age; 
three colonels of over forty-one years’ service, two of over 
thirty-seven years’ service, and six lieutenant colonels of 
over thirty-five years’ service, retired for so-called “dis- 
ability.” Here are thirty-one officers of over forty years’ 
service and thirty of over thirty-five years’ service retired 
in the grade they held at date of retirement. Had they 
been in the Navy they would have been advanced on 
retirement one grade. A number of these Army officers 
had over forty-one years’ “commissioned service.” 

We of the Army do not object to the advancement of 
Navy officers on retirement, but do claim that the Army 
officer should be advanced one grade on retirement, and 
not be discriminated against. Are not their services as 
beneficial to the Government as those of the Navy officers? 
Will someone explain why this discrimination?

Following an attempt on July 8 by soldiers of the 3d 
Artillery to break into the jail on Fort Myer heights to 
wreak vengeance upon a negro who had fatally injured 
one of their comrades, a special guard for the jail was 
detailed by Col. Joseph Garrard, the commandant at 
Fort Myer. The irouble was one of the outgrowths of 
racial differences created by the Reno prize-fight. 


Artillerymen at Fort Myer were naturally excited be- 
cause one of their men, Private Scott, had been so badly 
slashed on a street car by a negro, Jackson, whom the 
soldier tried to prevent from injuring another passenger, 
that he was not expected to live. But this does not 
excuse their attempt to take the offending negro from the 
custody of the sheriff. The sheriff had fortunately been 
warned, and had sent Jackson away an hour or 
two before the soldiers arrived. When the news 
reached Col. Joseph Garrard, 15th Cav., in com- 
mand of Fort Myer, Capt. Tiemann N. Horn, 3d Field 
Art., was ordered to make an investigation. Guards were 
stationed at the jail, a line of pickets established about 
the Artillery barracks and the keys to the gun racks 
were taken in charge by Captain Horn. Jackson and 
the five negroes who were taken into custody with him 
were to have been arraigned before Justice Louis Dalbert 
in Alexandria County Court, but the Justice, after hear- 
ing of the early morning occurrence at the jail, ordered 
a postponement of the hearing. Unofficial reports of the 
investigation of the incident indicate that the conduct of 
the soldiers was not of as serious a nature as shown in 
the accounts of the daily papers. Unless new evidence 
is developed, about the only charge that will be made 
against the soldiers is that of absence without leave. It 
appears that the soldiers went over to Alexandria in a 
very quiet and orderly manner and requested the jailer 
to release the prisoner. When he refused they left the 
premises without creating any disturbance. They did not 
make an attempt to break into the jail. 

The court-martial of Col. George F. Cook, U.S.A.. 
retired, has adjourned from Seattle, Wash., to Fort Will- 
iam H. Seward, Alaska. A number of the witnesses that 
are to be summoned are in Alaska, and it is expected 
that the court will complete its work in the territory. 

The contract for the new buildings at Fort Howard 
has been ewarded to R. H.. Richardson and Son, of 
Hampton, Va_ The bid of this concern was for one four 
set of officers’ quarters with slate roof, $22,834; guard- 
house, $9,934; fire station, $2,832; addition to ordnance 
shop, $944. The plumbing for these buildings was awarded 
to Warner and Rittenhouse, Washington, $3,838; heating 
for the same to L. B. Jacobs, Newark, N.J., $2,328: 
electric wiring to S. J. Watson, Hampton, Va., for 
$964.78. 

Word was received on July 11 of the drowning in 
the Delaware River, off Pennsville, N.J., of Thomas Don- 
ovan, of Manchester, N.H., a private in the 42d Co., 
Coast Art. Corps, at Fort Mott, N.J. He was in a launch 
and, falling overboard, was struck by the propeller and 
did not rise. 


John Mathias was arrested July 13 by U.S. Marshal 
Henkel on the charge of stealing four bales of mattresses 
from the Army Medical Stores, in Greenwich street, New 
York. Before Commissioner Shields he admitted the 
theft, saying that he had been stealing from the medical 
stores for two years and had sold his loot to various 
furniture dealers or pawned it. 
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Gén. Sir Ian Hamilton, recently adjutant general, who 
has been appointed to the Mediterranean command, a 
place that Lord Kitchener refused as beneath his dignity, 
is not only a distinguished soldier, says the New York 
Sun, “but a human being and a poet. His ‘Icarus’ and 
‘A Ballad of Hadji’ afford sufficient proof of one state- 
ment. When Sir Ian took over the southern 
command some time ago he took the total abstinence 
pledge to set an example to his men. ‘It matters precious 
little what a man of my age drinks,’ he remarked in a 
speech, ‘but it matters enormously what young fellows 
drink, and I want our British mothers to feel that when 
their sons go into the army they will form some good 
habits, and purge themselves of some bad ones.

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Secretary of War J. M. Dickinson and his party ar- 
rived at Yokohama July 15 on the steamship Siberia, 
and were received by salutes from the U.S.S. Wheeling 


and the American supply ship Supply, which were 
anchored in the harbor. Launches carrying Thomas 
Sammons, the American Consul General; George T. Sum- 
merlin, Second Secretary of the American Legation at 
Tokio; Major Harry I.. Hawthorne, the Military Attaché » 
Comdr. John H. Shipley, the Naval Attaché; representa- 
tives of the Japanese government and seventy members 
of the War Office met the Siberia down the harbor and 
escerted her to her pier.

Friday night 
the. whole party were entertained at dinner by Count 
Komura, the Foreign Secretary. Later the Secretary will 
visit the Philippines. 





A court-martial has found 1st Lieut. Charles F. Howell, 
U.S.R.C.S., guiity, as charged, of drunkenness on duty. 
The court sentences him to be officially reprimanded and 
to be reduced eight numbers in rank in his own grade. 
By direction of the Secretary the proceedings, findings 
and sentence of. the general Revenue Cutter Service 
court, which was convened on board the U.S. revenue 
eutter Seneca, are approved. The Department, having 
made careful examination of all testimony, finds the sen- 
tence awarded by the court of officers to be adequate, in 
view of the offense of which he was found guilty. There 
are no mitigating or extenuating circumstances. The 
evidence shows this officer to have been under the influence 
of intoxicating liquors while on duty as executive officer 
of the U.S. revenue cutter Seneca on May 17, while 
the vessel was making passage down the Hudson River 
from West Point, N.Y., to her destination at Tompkins- 
ville, N.Y. On at least two previous occasions the officer 
had been admonished by the Department against excessive 
use of intoxicating liquors, and he was warned as to the 
serious consequences which would inevitably ensue if 
care were not taken by him to avoid a repetition of the 
offense. But he chose to disregard the admonitions of 
the Department, and again committed an offense while 
on duty of a responsible nature.

Before the American Battleship Fleet went around the 
globe in 1907-9 one ironclad had previously circum- 
navigated the globe. The Spanish Numaiacia, in conse- 


‘ quence of the war of Spain with Chili and Peru, was sent 


at the end of 1865 to the Pacific, as flagship of a small 
squadron under the command of Vice Admiral Mendez. 
On the conclusion of peace, in 1866, the Numancia crossed 
the Pacific to Manila, eventually returning to Spain 
round the Cape of Good Hope. Her arrival in Chinese 
waters created consternation at the British admiralty, 
and the Ocean, an ironclad from the Mediterranean, was 
promptly despatched round the Cape to China, arriving 
in Hong Kong in November, 1867, some months after the 
Numancia had sailed for Europe. 





The first experiments in the use of aeroplanes in con- 
nection with naval operations by the U.S. Navy will take 
place off Annapolis as soon after the return of the 
torpedoboat Bagley on Tuesday next as can be arranged. 
The aeroplane used will be that built by Congressman 
Butler Ames, and the start will be made from the Bagley, 
which is now being fitted in Washington with a special 
platform. The experiments will take place under the 
direction of the naval experimental station, of which 
Comdr. Walter F. Worthington is the head. It is believed 
that a satisfactory start can be made from the deck of 
the torpedoboat, using the special platform, the initial 
impetus being afforded by the speed of the vessel instead 
of a run along the ground. 





War Department orders of July 11 carry out the law 
passed at the recent session of Congress placing Frank 
de 1. Carrington on the retired list of the U.S. Army, 
with the rank of major. Major Carrington, accused of 
embezzlement of public funds, was tried and found guilty 
by the Insular Court of the Philippine Islands and 
sentenced to a long term of imprisonment. He was then 
tried before a court-martial, found guilty and dishonor- 
ably discharged from the Army. Major Carrington’s 
friends, who believed him guiltless, appealed his case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, which, three 
years later, reversed the decision of the lower court. 
Major Carrington fought to remove the stigma on his 
name, and the War Department’s order clears the record.

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The following despatch from Charlestown, Mass., July

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AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


Transferred from the aeronautical division of the 
Signal Corps, after learning to fly in the Army aeroplane, 
Lieut. Fredric E. Humphreys, of the Engineer Corps at 
the War College, has resigned from the Service, and on 
Aug. 1 will be free to follow up the science of aviation. 
He is now on leave of absence, and is living at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, New York city. Lieutenant Humphreys, 
who is said to be wealthy, was one of the three Army 
officers instructed in the use of the Army machine by 
Mr. Wilbur Wright at College Park, Md., last fall. Just 
after Mr. Wright had pronounced him a competent aviator 
he was ordered to the War College. Learning that there 
was little likelihood of again being detailed to the aero- 
nautical division he decided to resign in order to follow 
his inclination to fiy. 

Flying fifty miles straightaway over a sea course from 
Atlantic City on July 11, and making the flight in the 
American record time of one hour fifteen minutes, Glenn 
Curtiss incidentally won a $5,000 prize. Curtiss selected 
a height of about 400 feet above the waves and drove his 
craft at a speed averaging forty miles an hour for the 
entire distance. There was a light breeze from the south, 
and the conditions were well adapted for the flight. The 
course, two and a half miles in length, was marked by 
range flags, one located in Chelsea and the other above 
the steel pier. It practically covered the sea front of 
the resort, which was crowded with 100,000 spectators. 
The machine used was the same biplane in which the 
aviator made his recent Albany-New York flight. Owing 
to the flight being confined to the sea, Curtiss was com- 
pelled for safety to carry pontoons and life preservers, 
which added about seventy-five pounds more than usually 
carried when the biplane is in cross-country racing runs. 

With oranges serving as bombs and yachts as war 
vessels. Glenn H. Curtiss gave a “military” exhibition 
with an aeroplane at Atlantic City on July 12. He rose 
to a height of about 200 feet over the sea and then 
dropped oranges at the yachts beneath to show what 
could be done with bombs. The newspaper accounts said 
that Curtiss flew at the rate of sixty miles an hour, but 
had perfect control of the fruit projectiles. A retired 
officer of the Army is quoted as saying that Curtiss’s 
suecess with the oranges showed how he could have 
played havoc with a fleet by dropping real bombs instead 
of fruit, but this officer did not say how long Curtiss 
would have remained in the air at the height of two 
hundred feet with guns blazing away at him. If one 
charge of shrapnel should hit a plane how long would 
an aviator remain in the air? There is a good puzzle 
question for some of our arithmeticians. | This officer is 
quoted as figuring that if a Wright machine will support 
500 pounds, and the aviator weighs only 150 pounds, a 
margin will be left for 350 pounds of explosives. He 
looked forward to the time when there would be regular 
target practice of aviators in hitting the decks of war- 
ships., 

According to press advices military aviators engaged 
in a mimie aerial battle near Paris, France, on July 13. 
The Blues, representing the attacking force, beat the 
Reds, the defending force. Both forces carried guns to 
a height of 325 feet. The Reds suddenly emcountered the 
Blues, who fired, and the Reds were obliged to retreat 
and were declared defeated. The Blues flew off to Chalons 
to report their success. A report also comes from Paris 
that Blériot has invented a monoplane with wings that 
can be contracted in mid-air, telescope fashion, which are 
expected to add greatly to the speed, and to enable the 
operator to use a much lighter engine. 

Charles K. Hamilton, the aviator who recently flew 
from New York to Philadelphia and back, and is noted 
for his daring, was injured on July 13, when in trying 
to rise from the earth at Garden City, L.I., in a strange 
machine, the skids broke just as the plane was about 
to rise. Hamilton was buried under the wreckage, but 
escaped with a badly bruised leg. 3 

The Hon. Charles Stewart Rolls, third son of Lord 
Llangattock, was killed at Bournemouth, England, on 
July 12, when the rudders of his French-built Wright 
aeroplane broke, ending in the collapse of the supports of 
the fuselage of the machine, which fell to the ground 
from a height of eighty feet. Mr. Rolls was killed in- 
stantly, being tangled up in the wreckage of the plane. 
His neck was broken. He is England’s first victim of 
the air. Mr. Rolls was taking part in a contest among 
the aviators to land within a certain small space. The 
aviator, desiring to make a sudden turn, gave the rudders 
a sharp pull, and the rush of air snapped them off. Mr. 
Rolls was the most successful of British fliers, having 
only a few weeks ago crossed the Channel from England 
and returned without a stop. 

Five more victims were claimed as martyrs to the sci- 
ence of air navigation on July 13 at Opladen, Rhenish 
Prussia, when a non-rigid dirigible balloon collapsed 
through the explosion of the benzine tank, and from a 
height of nearly a thousand feet the five occupants with 
the wreck of the balloon came shooting to the earth with 
the speed of a plummet. So great was the force of the 
impact that the shoes of the men were torn from their 
feet and their bodies were mangled almost beyond recog- 
nition, while the motor was driven far into the ground. 
The pilot of the car, the widely known aeronaut, Oscar 
Erbsléh, the winner of the international balloon race 
from St. Louis, Mo., in 1907, was among the killed. 
Thirty-five lives have been lost in ballooning in the last 
four years. Adding the twelve aeroplanists killed in the 
last two years, the total of airship fatalities since 1906 
almost reaches fifty. 

Cassier’s Magazine publishes an excellent likeness of 
the late Samuel Pierpont Langley, of the Smithsonian 
Institution, to whom it justly assigns the title of “the 
pioneer of modern aviation.” We remember attending 
some years before the death of Professor Langley a dinner 
given to him in New York by men who understood and 
appreciated what he had done, and, listening to the then 
somewhat startling statements of Professor Langley, 
Alexander Graham Bell and others alike well informed, 
that the problem of conquering the air had been solved 
so far as understanding the principles of aviation are 
concerned. It is all coming now, and yet Professor 
Langley, because he did not at once succeed, was pursued 
by the same disbelief and heart-breaking ridicule as that 
which greeted Fulton when, a century earlier, his 
Katherine of Clermont, nicknamed “Fulton’s Folly,” left 
the wharf on her first trip up the Hudson, followed by 
cries of “God help you, Billy,” “A fool and his money,” 
ete. Surely, says our contemporary, “it is time to ex- 
press a few words of appreciation for the man whe 
ventured, in the face of opposition and ridicule, to in- 
vestigate the laws governing the internal work of the 
wind and of the sustaining power of surfaces; who 
devoted energy, skill and scientific reputation of the 


placing of a problem, hitherto despised and scorned, upon 
a plane commensurate with its true importance, and in 
a position whence success was surely to be obtained.” 
As early as 1897 Professor Langley said: “I have brought 
to a close the portion of the work which seemed to be 
specially mine—the demonstration of the practicability 
of mechanical flight—and for the next stage, which is the 
commercial and practical development of the idea, it is 
probable that the world may look to others. The world 
will be supine if it does not realize that a new possibility 
has come to it, and that the great universal highway 
overhead is now soon to be opened.” 

The Unge torpedo, for the destruction of balloons, has 
acquired an increased importance since Messrs. Krupp 
have bought up the patent rights, says the Army and 
Navy Gazette, London. “The new projectile is an im- 
proved version of Hale’s war rocket, once used in the 
British army. Its specia] advantage for firing at balloons 
lies in the fact that its trajectory is clearly visible by 
night or by day, enabling the aim to be readily corrected. 
The inventor’s efforts have been directed toward the im- 
provement of the accuracy of the rocket, which is fired 
from a light rifled gun, giving it an initia] rotation; this 
is maintained by the powder gases, produced by the burn- 
ing of the composition, which escape through helical 
channels. The latter os connected to a central reservoir, 
the effect of which is to equalize the pressure of the 
gases. A tapering hole is made down the center of the 
composition, the diameter of which is so regulated that 
the composition near the base burns away first. The 
composition consists of different grades of powder inserted 
in successive layers, so that it burns faster as the rocket 
gathers speed and as the air pressure behind it is reduced. 
The head of the rocket is a high explosive shell, with a 
sensitive fuse designed to act on touching the envelope 
of a balloon. The whole torpedo weighs forty pounds 
if made of the smallest size proposed, namely, four inches 
in diameter, and the gun from which it is fired weighs 
140 pounds complete. A dirigible like the new German 
M III. can carry twelve of these torpedoes, with the gun, 
in addition to its crew, and this armament would render 
it a formidable antagonist to any other war balloon.”

Major David R. Burnham, retired, U.S.A., of Pasa- 
dena, Cal., died in the Emergency Hospital at Carbon- 
dale, Pa., Sunday, July 10, from acute anemia, at the 
age of seventy-five years.

NEW ENGLAND TARGET MEET. 

Twenty-three events of both rifle and revolver matches are 
on the program of the sixth annual meet of the New England 
Military Rifle Association, which opened at the Bay state rifle 
range at Wakefield, Mass., on Monday, July 11, and continues 
through the week. Of special interest this year is the all- 
America military rifle match, shot under conditions similar to 
the national team match to be held at Camp Perry, O., in 
August. The U.S. Navy rifle team, winners of the championship 
of the United States, were competitors in this event. The New 
England states represented are Maine, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. 

All of the teams representing Uncle Sam’s Regulars, number- 
ing 200, are now encamped on the ground, also representatives 
of the National Guard from the New England states, and with 
lines of tents, the space resembles a large military encampment. 
One of the interesting features of the meet is the small-bore rifle 
match on the twenty-five yard range, shot at night by electric 
light. Many improvements have been made on the rifle range 
this year and every precaution has been taken to eliminate all 
possible chance of accidents. Subways have been built under 
the targets, avoiding danger to the markers and to prevent a 
repetition of the accidents of a few weeks ago, when one of the 
markers, a small boy, was shot to death while at his work. 

The rifle team of the U.S. Marine Corps, eighteen men, under 
Capt. W. C. Harlee, marched into camp on Sunday evening 
ready to work the following day. 

Gunnery Sergt. Francis Wahlstrom, U.S.M.C., broke the 
range record for 800 yards in the annual interstate rifie com- 
petition July 13, shooting thirty-one consecutive bull’s-eyes. 
His marksmanship won for him the Capt. J. Stearns Cushing 
trophy. The Governor Quinby match, at 300 and 600 yards; 
the Hayden match, at 200 yards, and the Governor McLane 
match, at 509 yards, were all competed on Tuesday. 

Corpl. Perry B. Scofield, of Co. E, 5th Mass., of Medford, 
at 500 yards scored 116 consecutive bull’s-eyes. 

It was the first day’s shooting in these two events. The medal 
for the highest officer's aggregate, which includes the marks in 
the Quinby 300 and 600 yard matches, the McLane 500 yard 
match and the Hayden match at 200 yards was won by Lieut. 
Comdr. Hilary Williams, U.S.N., who had a score of 191. In 
the contest for the New England Interstate trophy and the All 
America trophy the total scores made at the three ranges July 14 
were as follows, the New England teams only being eligible for the 
interstate match: Massachusetts, 1,605; first naval team, 1,601; 
Naval Academy, 1,591; U.S. Marine Corps, 1,586; second naval 
team, 1,568; Maine, 1.558, and New Hampshire, 1,479. The 
best .scores made on the 1,000 yard range were two 69's by 
Sergt. G. Wahlstrom, U.S. Marine Corps, and Private Van Am 
berg, Co. K, 2d Mass., of Springfield, and two 48's by Midship- 
man Badger, Naval Academy, and Ensign Amsdem, first naval 
team.

1. That the expense to the United States shall not exceed 
$100 for each horse transported. The entire cost of such ship- 
ment may be paid by the’’Quartermaster’s Department, but if 
the entire cost exceeds $100 for each horse, including trans- 
portation of attendant, if any, the excess must be refunded to 
the Quartermaster’s Department by the owner. The expenses 
of the attendant other than his transportation will not be paid 
by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

2. That the horses are owned by the officer and are intended 
to be used by him at his new station in the public service. 

3. The horses of retired officers or officers ordered to their 
homes to await retirement, or of officers effecting a voluntary 
transfer, will not be transported at public expense. 

4. When horses are purchased by officers at points other 
than their station the Quartermaster’s Department will trans- 
port them from points of purchase to the station of the officer, 
provided the cost of shipment from point of purchase to new 
station does not exceed the cost of shipment from the old to 
new station on last change of station, and provided the officer 
has not had his authorized private mounts shipped from his 
old to his new station. 

5. Officers ordered for extended service over the seas or to 
Alaska, if they so desire, may have their authorized mounts 
transported from their old stations to any designated point in 
the United States for safekeeping, and upon their return trans- 
ported to their new stations in the United States.

The following decisions of the Secretary of War are pub- 
lished to the Army for the information and guidance of all 
concerned : : t 

1. The practice to be repeated by a soldier who fails to 
qualify in one or more positions during the proficiency test in 
gallery practice—When a soldier in taking the proficiency test 
in gallery practice, as prescribed in Par. 60, Provisional Small- 
Arms Firing Manual,- 1909, fails in one or more of the four 
positions to make the percentage required to qualify therein, he 
will be required to repeat the preliminary drills and practice 
only with reference to the position or positions in which he 
failed to qualify, : : E B 

2. Manner of reporting the classification in marksmanship, 
small-arms pra¢tice, in the case of enlisted men transferred from 
one organization to another during the annual target practice.— 
Enlisted men who are transferred from one organization to 
another, when both organizations are in the midst of their 
small-arms target practice, will be classified in marksmanship 
only with the organization to which they are transferred, the 
names of such men to be entered on the target reports of the 
organization from which they are transferred with a notation 
to the effect that they were so transferred prior to the com- 
pletion of the regular practice. 

Enlisted men who are transferred from organizations in the 
midst of their small-arms target practice to organizations which 
have completed their target practice will be classified in 
marksmanship on the target reports of the organizations from 
which they are transferred and in the grades actually attained 
by them at the time of transfer. Enlisted men who at time of 
transfer had not completed the marksman’s course will be clas- 
sified as unqualified. 

A corresponding procedure will be followed in reporting the 
revolver classification of men transferred.

1909, state in detail the information respecting the target 
practice of men transferred that is to be furnished to organiza- 
tions to which the men are transferred.

Epifanio Portela, Minister to 
the United States from Argentine Republic, who is one 
of the Argentine delegates to the conference, has been 
appointed secretary general of the conference. Drs.

Major Charles C. Jamieson, Ord. Dept. has been 
granted a leave of absence preparatory to his retirement 
on account of disabilities incurred in the line of duty. 
The retirement of Major Jamieson, which will occur in 
October, will create a vacancy in the grade of major in 
the Ordnance Department. Captains are not promoted 
by seniority, but the board will be empowered to select a 
major from the list of eligible captains, who comprise all 
those captains of the line now serving or who have served 
in the Ordnance Department. The officer, when appointed, 
wili be eligible for redetail at the end of his term without 
the compulsory intervals between successive details which 
are required for officers below the grade of major. 








During the debate on naval expenditures in the House 
of Commons July 14 Premier Asquith said: “I wish that 
an arrangement could be reached with Germany for a 
reduction of the vast naval expenditure. This government 
has approached the German government on the subject, 
but the latter can do nothing owing to the navy law on 
their statute books. That being so, we must make our 
program accordingly.” Mr. Asquith declared that the 
relations between the two countries were mést cordial, 
and pointed out that by April, 1913, Great Britain would 
have only twenty-five Dreadnoughts to Germany’s twenty- 
one, which could not be regarded as an inflated jingo 
program. 





The General Staff has decided to increase the commuta- 
tion rations for the sick in general hospitals from thirty 
to forty cents. This will be effective July 1, 1911, under 
the next Army appropriation. The Surgeon General 
asked for the same increase in the post, as well as the 
general hospital, but the General Staff refused the request. 
It was decided by the General Staff that as the post 
hospitals have commissary advantages that the increase 
in the post hospitals was not necessary. A similar in- 
crease for female nurses in the post hospitals was refused 
by thé General Staff.

RESIGNATION OF CHIEF CONSTRUCTOR CAPPS. 

The resignation by Chief Constructor Washington Lee 
Capps, U.S.N., of his office as Chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Construction and Repair is the natural sequel to the 
difference of opinion as to the administration of naval 
affairs which has arisen between him and the Secretary 
of the Navy. As the old woman said of her friend, “when 
she was sot she was very sot’; both the Secretary and 
the Chief Constructor are men of positive opinions, and 
as both are able men, each in his own way, it is un- 
fortunate that they could not agree. They would make 
a strong ieam if they could pull together, but not when 
they pull apart. The Chief Constructor is not only able, 
but thoroughly instructed in his profession, extremely posi- 
tive and independent in spirit, and having a knowledge of 
the routine of administration in the Navy Department, by 
virtue of his long connection with it, exceeding that of 
any other bureau chief. In a letter announcing his 
retirement from the bureau, Mr. Capps says frankly that 
he is not in accord with the Secretary on questions of 
reorganization and that he would prefer to resign. He 
accordingly submitted his resignation at an interview 
with Secretary Meyer July 11. Mr. Meyer transmitted 
the resignation to President Taft at Beverly, with the 
recommendation that he accept it. When word was 
received that the President had accepted the resignation 
the announcement was immediately made. In announcing 
the change, the subjoined statement was given out at the 
Navy Department: “This action on the part of Chief 
Constructor Capps was prompted by the fact that he does 
not find himself, as stated in his application, in entire 
accord with certain details of the reorganization policy 
of the President and Mr. Meyer. Under these circum- 
stances Mr. Meyer deemed it for the best interest of the 
naval service to recommend that Mr. Capps’s resignation 
be accepted and that he be transferred to other duty. 
Secretary Meyer has recognized the professional qualifi- 
cations of Mr. Capps and the ability and attention to duty 
he has shown in the performance of the technical work 
of his office, and he will be assigned appropriate duty in 
accordance with his rank and experience. The acceptance 
of his resignation may be held in abeyance until Oct. 1, 
upon which date Mr. Capps will have had thirty years’ 
service, thus enabling him to take advantage of the Act 
of June 24, 1910, which will entitle him to retain the rank 
he now holds of rear admiral. In the mean time Mr. 
Capps will probably go on a tour of inspection to the 
West coast or, possibly, to the Philippines, to complete 
the record of inspection work that he has previously taken 
up in that direction. The action of Chief Constructor 
Capps in tendering his resignation will relieve the De- 
partment of any embarrassment which might be felt 
through his acknowledged lack of sympathy in remodeling 
the business affairs of the Navy.” : 

Aside from his differences with Secretary Meyer, 
Constructor Capps has been desirous of retiring from 
active duty f-r some time. He has felt the need of a rest, 
and as his duties were no longer congenial to him he 
has decided to take advantage of this opportunity to give 
up his work in the Navy Department. 

Mr. Capps left Washington July 13 on the first of his 
tours of inspection of navy yards and shipbuilding plants. 
He will spend a few days at the navy yard of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company and will 
return to Washington the latter part of the week. Next 
week he will start for the Pacific coast, inspecting the 
yards in that region and then he will proceed to Hawaii, 
where he will take a look at the new naval station and 
mammoth drydock under construction at Pearl Harbor. 
He will complete his tour at Manila, where he will make 
a close examination of the drydock Dewey, which was 
recently sunk and which was built by the Maryland 
Steel Company, of Baltimore, on the design of Mr. Capps. 

Despite the fact that it was announced at the Navy 
Department that the new Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction will not be selected until October, when Mr. 
Capps’s resignation is effective, Richard M. Watt, con- 
struction officer of the Norfolk Navy Yard, is regarded 
as well as appointed to that position. It is understood 
that Mr. Watt will be ordered within the next few weeks 
to special duty in the bureau in order to familiarize 
himself with the duties of his new station. Secretary 
Meyer gave evidence of his high opinion of Constructor 
Watt in his statement to the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on the reorganization question. When it became 
apparent that there must be a change in the chiefship of 
the Bureau of Construction, Secretary Meyer, it is said, 
looked around for Mr. Capps’s successor and selected Mr. 
Watt. 

As soon as Constructor Watt arrives in Washington it 
is expected that he will begin the reorganization of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair. Naturally the new 


Chief of the bureau will surround himself in the, bureau 
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with officers who have ideas in harmony with his. It is 
not thought that he will enter upon his duties by making 
revolutionary changes, but will proceed cautiously to 
select new subordinates in the bureau. The promotion 
of Constructor Watt from the Norfolk Yard will create 
a vacancy there and open the way for some transfers 
from other yards. Then there will be quite a number of 
officers who are now stationed in other yards who will 
be detailed to the bureau to take the places of those who 
will be transferred. It is stated that this general re- 
organization will take place before Chief Constructor 
Capps retires in October, as his successor will virtually 
be placed in charge after Aug. 1. 


THE BOY SCOUT MOVEMENT. 


The “creation of the Japanese national spirit was 
ascribed to the military training of the children by Bvt. 
Major Sir Alexander Bannerman, Bart., R.E., in an 
address before the Royal United Service Institution, of 
London, in whose journal appears the report of it. At 
the time of the appearance of Commodore Perry in 1853 
at the ports of Japan the armed forces of Japan consisted 
of the Samurai, who owed allegiance to various feudal 
chieftains, instead of to one national ruler. They were 
armed as they had been two hundred years before. Some 
improvement in the Samurai forces occurred as a result 
of the bombardment of ports in 1863-4, but it was not 
until 1872 that a system of universal military service 
was introduced, requiring every male, without distinction 
of caste, to serve the country as a soldier. The Samurai 
objected to this, considering themselves too good to mix 
with the common soldier, but they could not sidetrack 
the plan. The people took to the idea of universal service, 
for it tended to put the masses on a level with the classes, 
breaking down the barriers of caste, and especially depriv- 
ing the Samurai of a superiority which their inefficiency 
as soldiers gave them no right to claim. In 1877 the 
troops raised from the people fought the Samurai, and 
proved that the farmer would make as good a soldier 
as the Samurai. 

When, about forty years ago, the Japanese government 
undertook to bring the children of the nation under 
disciplinary training they arranged it so that the boy, if 
his education did not close after two years in the higher 
elementary school, would pass at the age of twelve into 
the middle school. Military drill becomes obligatory in 
this middle school, and the consequence is that when the 
lads come up for their military service a large proportion 
of them are, to al] intents and purposes, already soldiers, 
having learned the elements of drill and being thoroughly 
imbued with the spirit of discipline. The development 
of recruits does not, as with us, start with their enlist- 
ment; their training is really only a continuation of the 
education which they began when little more than infants, 
special emphasis being, however, laid on the military 
virtues, The Emperor’s portrait and the regimental colors 
are treated with a respect almost religious, and it is 
impressed upon all ranks that service is not an obligation, 
but an honor. Any tendency to arrogance on the part of 
special corps is discountenanced, esprit de corps being 
replaced by esprit d’armée, and the result is a wonderful 
absence of self-seeking and jealousy, and thorough co- 
operation between all units. The spirit thus developed 
is in no sense militarism. A feeling of comradeship exists 
between the army and the people. There is little or no 
swashbuckling among the Japanese forces, deference, 
courtesy and discipline having been inculcated from the 
soldier’s earliest years. It is impossible to conceive any 
system more calculated, if thoroughly carried out, to 
produce a nation united by the bond of patriotism, and at 
the same time free from the reproach of militarism. It 
is universa] discipline which has brought Japan to her 
present pitch of efficiency. 

It is knowledge of what this disciplining of the youth 
has done for Japan that justifies the Boy Scout movement 
which Lieutenant General Baden-Powell inaugurated in 
England. A short time ago General Baden-Powell gave 
a talk to some Boy Scouts and told them that in the short 
space of six months he had heard of 300 lives being saved 
by these youthful scouts. A young fellow, not more than 
twenty years old, said the other day that he had succeeded 
in increasing the measurements of two or three boys by 
an inch or two, and then remarked: “We are going to 
have a new generation of boys, quite different from the 
present generation.” It is said that General Baden- 
Powell is soon to leave the regular service and devote 
more time to this Boy Scout work. The whole of the 
United Kingdom will then be divided into districts.

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Sheikh Ali Youssuf, president of the Constitutional 
Reform League of Egypt, takes ex-President Roosevelt 
to task in the North American Review for what he said 
in Egypt, which is described as insulting to the Moham- 
medans, who number ninety-two per ceft. of the 
Egyptians, and pleasing only to the Copts, who have only 
Six per cent., the remainder being other denominations 
and foreigners. The Sheikh says: “When Egypt is 
insulted every Mohammedan on the face of this world 
feels the insult, for Egypt is the greatest keeper of 
Mohammedan sciences. In it is situated the sacred 
Mosque Al-Azhar, which is the oldest univérsity in the 
world. Colonel Roosevelt visited Al-Azhar, and, though 
he is a Christian, the Ulemas received him with honors, 
and the vice president of this university presented the 
ex-President with a copy of the sacred Koran. It was 
the first time in history that a copy of Al Koran was 
given to a non-Mohammedan. That copy was one of the 








valuable treasures of Al-Azhar.” Egyptians, we are told, 
have a greater liking for Americans than Europeans, and 
therefore their merchandise and goods are in special favor. 
“Moreover, Egyptians derived special benefit from Amer- 
icans who were brought by the late Khedive Ismail] Pasha 
to fill posts in the Irrigation Department (Ministry of 
Public Works) and in the Egyptian army. These 
Americans are, in fact, the only and real teachers who 
taught the Egyptians honestly and did not interfere in 
politics. They may rightly boast that all Egyptian lieu- 
tenant generals in the Egyptian army are the pupils of 
General Stone and other American officers who were with 
him during the reign of the late Khedive Ismail Pasha.” 
The Sheikh further says: “Being aware of what. was said 
about the Egyptian officers before the address of Colonel 
Roosevelt, 1 was sure that the ex-President had a weak- 
ness, which is not unusual in great men, that point being 
vanity and the belief that they are altogether above 
criticism. I knew that, notwithstanding what was weil 
known of his strong will and independence, he might be 
sometimes one of those politicians who are induced by 
flattery to do what they never intended to do.” 
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Steps have been taken by the Navy Department to 
examine the oflicérs who will be promoted as the result 
of the retirements under the Naval Personnel Act of 
1899. Some of them, on account of illness or being ou 
duty at sea, will not be ordered to report for several 
months. It is possible that it will be a year before the 
examinations are completed. On Tuesday, July 5, even 
before the Board of Admirals had made an official an- 
nouncement of its list of retirements, a class of sixteen 
officers who had been designated for promotion . were 
ordered for examination. In this list were included 
Lieut. Comdrs. T. P. Magruder, R. H. Jackson, F. B. 
Bassett, 8S. L. W. Kittelle, B. F. Hutchison, L. M. Nulton, 
H. G. Gates, C. B. Bradshaw, Lieuts. F. L. Sheffield, 
H. C. Dinger, L. Shane, F. L. Pinney, Lieuts. (J.G.) 
A. J. James, A. I’. Carter, J. M. Poole, J. S. Dowell, jr. 
‘The second class was ordered for examination on Monday, 
July 11. This class consisted of Comdrs. J. E. Craven, 
B. C? Bryan, E. EX. Hayden, C. A. Carr, Lieut. Comdrs. 
L. R. de Steiguer, A. B. Hoff, N. C. Twining, C. N. 
Offiey, G. R. Marvell, W. D. MacDougall, Lieut. W. B. 
Wells, Lieut. (J.G.) G. V. Stewart, Ensign T. G. Elly- 
son. So far as known there have been no failures in 
the examination. Unofficial. reports indicate that the 
officers who have been ordered to report for examination 
have made exceptionally good showings. 





Anti-canteen reformers of the United States will do 
well to study the plans recently put into operation in 
Paris for the welfare of the enlisted men of the French 
army who are stationed there. Instead of seeking to 
remove all temptation from their path, the attempt is made 
to give them legitimate means of amusement and refresh- 
ment, which will keep them from vicious surroundings. 
Instead of proceeding on the theory of the American 
anti-canteenists, that the best way to make a man good 
is to make it impossible for him to be bad, the French 
friends of the soldier believe that the best way to make 
the soldier what he ought to be is to provide opportunities 
for social relaxation. So in the immediate neighborhood 
of the Ecole Militaire (the School of the Military) has 
been opened a sort of club for the enlisted men of the 
French army. Its name is the ‘Le Cercle National pour 
le Soldat de Paris.” Its originator is M. René Thorel, 
an officer of the reserves, who got the idea from visiting 
the Union Jack Club, in London. The Paris institution, 





however, does not aim at the pretentiousness of its London . 


predecessor. It aims merely to give the soldiers a large 
room where they can read, write letters and play chess, 
dominoes and billiards. There is a bar which tabooes 
strong liquors, and a little theater, while provision is 
made for storing the trunks and portmanteaux of the 
soldiers. M. Thorel realized that most of the young 
soldiers coming to Paris are from the provinces, and 
naturally will drift into vicious surroundings if no provi- 
sion is made for giving them means of legitimate enter- 
tainment.

Col. William P. Biddle is a favorite among the guessers 
as to who will be the successor in November of Major 
Gen\.G. F. Elliott, commandant of the U.S. Marine 
Corps. This does not indicate that the friends of Col. 
Littleton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., have given up hope 
and do not regard him as a very strong candidate. It is 
a pretty safe prediction that the new commandant will 
come from the line. ‘This eliminates Col. Frank L. 
Denny, Q.M., who has had very strong support from the 
Army and Congress Colonel Denny is especially popular 
among some of the most influential members of Congress, 
who have been to see President Taft frequently in his 
behalf. But it is understood that the President intends 
to leave the matter largely in the hands of Secretary 
Meyer and Assistant Secretary Winthrop. These two 
officials, it is stated, favor the appointment of an officer 
from the line, and have about decided to name Colonel 
Biddle.

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The board which was appointed to investigate a pro- 
posal for a system of permanent military posts in the 
Philippines has completed its report and forwarded it to 
the War Department. It is not probable that the report 
will be made public before it is sent to Congress as a 
recommendation for legislation. The War Department 
has no authority to establish permanent posts without an 


Act of Congress. It can expend all of its available funds 
on temporary posts, which consist of frame buildings; 
but when it comes to erecting stone or brick buildings for 
permanent posts it must have the approval of Congress. 
Aside from the necessity of the Service, it has developed 
that it is poor economy to erect frame buildings in the 
Philippines. They deteriorate more rapidly on the islands 
than they do in the States, and the ants eat the frame 
buildings rapidly, regarding hardwood lumber as a very 
inviting delicacy. The cost of maintaining frame build- 
ings in the Philippines makes them very expensive, and 
Congress will be asked at the next session to enact legis- 
lation for permanent posts. In the report of the board 
it is understood that the recommendation that large posts 
be maintained is made. If this policy is followed a 
number of the smaller posts will be abolished, and the 
forces in the Philippines concentrated at the more im- 
portant points. 





The work on the large guns for the coast fortifications 
is about completed, and there will be very little to do in 
larger gun construction. It is hoped by ordnance officers 
that Congress in the next session will authorize some 
larger guns for the Philippine fortifications, or take up 
and complete the fortifications for the States. Unless 
Congress does adopt a more liberal policy toward the 
coast defenses there will be very little work to be done 
on large guns, and the big gun shop at Watervliet must 
eventually be closed. It is expected that there always 
will be some work on the field guns, but unless the work 
of building guns for the Navy is undertaken or new 
fortifications are erected there will be very little work 
for the large gun shop. 


G.O. 69 places a great responsibility upon and increases 
the work of the Paymaster General, but it is thought 
will result in great reform in handling the accounts of 
the Navy. It empowers the Paymaster General to 
approve or disapprove all of the requisitions of the navy 
yard storekeepers, and places all of the business of the 
Department under one head. Under the direction of the 
new Paymaster General, Thomas J. Cowie, excellent 
progress is being made in the reorganization of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts. The change in Paymaster 
Generals necessarily created considerable confusion in 
the bureau, but its affairs are now progressing very 
smoothly. 








The Secretary of War on July 15 directed that no 
more examinations of candidates from civil life at large 
for second iieutenants in Infantry, Cavalry or Field 
Artillery be conducted this year. Very few vacancies in 
these arms of the Service will exist after the appointment 
of successful candidates from the enlisted men. These, 
it is thought, will be filled by the ten honor graduates 
from the civil educational institutions at which Army 
officers are as instructors in military tactics. It is not 
expected that there will be any more civil examinations 
until after the next class graduates from West Point, 
unless Congress ‘enacts some legislation increasing the 
number of officers. 


There has been adopted by the Navy Department, for 
the Naval Militia, a commodore’s flag for the officer of 
that grade at the head of the Navy organization. The 
lower half of this flag is of old gold and the upper half 
of' navy blue, which latter half contains a single white 
star. There has also been adopted a distinctive flag and 
pennant for the Naval Militia generally. This flag has 
a navy blue field, on which is imposed a diamond of eld 
gold, bearing an anchor. ‘The pennant is in the same 
colors, the streamer in one-half its length being of navy 
blue and the other old gold. The streamer bears a gold 
diamond, containing an anchor. 
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A despatch from Beverly, Mass., President Taft’s sum- 
mer home, reports that he will have his first view of the 
Atlantic Fleet on Aug. 5 off Provincetown, Mass. Fifteen 
warships will be assembled there, and the President will 
review them from the bridge of the Mayflower. Mr. Taft 
is going to Provincetown to deliver an address at the 
dedication of the Pilgrim monument, the cornerstone of 
which was laid two years ago by Theodore Roosevelt. 
The battleships will be assembled in honor of the occa- 
sion, There will be a land parade of sailors and marines 
and probably several regiments of soldiers. 





Authority has been asked of the War Department by 
the Navy Department to locate the proposed new wireless 
station of the Navy in the Soldiers’ Home grounds at 
Washington, D.C. This will take the place of the naval 
wireless station that was to have been erected in Rock 
Creek Park. Instead of building one six hundred foot 
tower, three or four towers between four and five hundred 
feet high will be built. The point selected is fifty feet 
above the sea level.

The assignments of the graduating class of the Military 
Academy, which appear elsewhere, show that the En- 
gineers gain eleven young officers, the Field Artillery 
seven, the Coast Artillery twenty, the Cavalry fifteen and 
the Infantry twenty-eight. The missing number, 18, in 
the list belongs to José M. Calvo, of Costa Rica, who 
has. received instruction with this class under authority 
of an Act of Congress, but is not eligible to appointment 
in our Army. 
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CHANGE IN THE CONSTRUCTION BUREAU. 


Writing on the subject of the change in the Construc- 
tion Bureau of the Navy, the Washington correspondent 
of the Boston Transcript says: 

“Curiously enough, the downfall of the Chief Con- 
structor may be very reasonably laid to the success of his 
predecessor, Francis T. Bowles, in designing for the 
Argentine government a pair of battleships which are 
unquestionably far superior in every detail to any ships 
hitherto planned for our Navy. The dominance of a 
government bureau like that of Construction depends 
partly on ‘interest,’ but in this case more largely on 
nursing the idea in the ruling Powers that the Construc- 
tion Corps is doing better work than is possible to any 
other agency. This policy has been successful for years 
past: but in the designs of the Argentine ships it met 
Seylla and Charybdis rolled into one. 

“It ought to be intolerable that American firms should 
build for a foreign Power warships of American designing 
that are sup2rior to American ships for the sole reason 
that our official designers have been unwilling to acknowl- 
edge merit outside of their own circle. That is the 
present situation. When the North Dakota and Delaware 
were in the state of sketch plans the Navy Department 
asked private builders to submit designs. One firm 
submitted plans bearing a striking likeness to those of 
the Argentine ships, with protection and all round fire 
much heavier than that of our actual Dreadnoughts; and 
this firm guaranteed specified performances or no pay. 
Its offer was refused, for the same reason that the 
Ordnance Bureau has done its utmost to discourage the 
existence of private proving grounds for heavy naval 
guns. If it were once admitted that private firms could 
do better than the Department, what would become of 
the supremacy of the Navy designers? 

“This attitude is responsible for the fact that the 
Argentine ships outclass our own in every important 
feature. It has weakened and impoverished our official 
designs for years past. Critics of the Department have 
asserted many times that American designers could build 
the best warships in the world if they were given 4 
chance, but that they would never build them for the 
United States until the power of the Construction Corps 
was broken. Secretary Meyer appears to have com? to 
the same conclusion.” : 

Speculating as to the changes that may possibly Te- 
sult from the resignation of the head of the Construction 
Corps, the Baltimore Sun says: “Paymaster General 
togers was surrounded by officers thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with him and who acted as advisers. Accordingly, 
the last one of them was shipped out of Washington. 
Capps has been surrounded by half a dozen or so of the 
ablest constructors, not only of the American Navy, but 
in the world. He has been secretive in all his move- 
ments, however, and has not had the confidence and sym- 
pathy of the corps or those in his own office, with few 
exceptions. Accordingly, they will not be transferred as 
out of harmony with the Meyer régime. There will be, 
however, a general overhauling of the corps outside of 
Washington, to be accomplished by transfers. It will also 
be followed by the voluntary retirement, after thirty 
years’ service, of one and possibly three other members 
of the corps. First will be that of Joseph H. Linnard, 
for six years senior officer of the corps. Linnard has 
acted as assistant chief and acting chief until a few 
months ago, when the law providing for assistants to 
bureau in the staff bureaus acting as chiefs was de- 
clared illegal. He is one of the best men in the corps, 
but has developed a desire for private life. He has been 
a hard and conscientious worker. President Roosevelt 
offered him the effice now vacated by Capps upon the 
resignation of former Chief Constructor Bowles in 1903. 
Linnard declined the office, modestly declaring he was 
not qualified for it. Constructor A. W. Stahl, chief con- 
struction officer at the Philadelphia Yard, has had thirty 
years’ service, as have also Constructor William J. Bax- 
ter, at the New York Yard, and Constructor Ellis Lloyd 
Bankson, at Cavite. Bankson heads the list of con- 
structors, with the rank of commander. 

“Constr. David W. Taylor, second in rank in the 
corps, will be retained in the bureau. He will continue 
to have charge of models at the Washington Yard. Stahl 
has been a candidate for the office of chief the last three 
terms, and it would not surprise the corps if he should 
apply for retirement. Baxter was offered the office by 
former President Roosevelt, but declined, and Bowles 
was appointed. Baxter has been the senior constructor 
at the New York Yard for seven years, and now has the 
big battleship Florida on his hands. He is not likely to 
be disturbed. Bankson will probably be brought home 
from the Asiatie Station and other officers in the grade 
of commander and lieutenant commander are apt to be 
shifted about.” 

It is said that Secretary Meyer, after a month’s vaca- 
tion on the Restigonche, will then make a tour of the navy 
yards and study the work of the constructors on duty 
there. ‘There are twenty-seven constructors and forty 
assistant constructors on the naval list, hence the field 
from which selection can be made is rather limited. 
Announcement is expected about the middle of August.

PRAISE WELL BESTOWED. 


In the highest terms the conduct of Lieut. Jesse B. 
Gay, U.S.N., during the accident to the derrick Hercules 
at the New York Navy Yard on June 18, is praised by 
Capt. W. R. Rush, of the U.S. battleship Connecticut. 
Following is. the text of a letter to the commandant of 
the New York Navy Yard, Rear Admira] Leutze, U.S.N., 
made public on Tuesday, July 12, by Acting Secretary 
Winthrop: 

“On Saturday last, June 18, 1910, at about three p.m., 
a threatened squall of wind and rain struck the New 
York Navy Yard and wrecked the derrick Hercules. 

“During the height of the squall Lieut. Jesse B. Gay, 
first lieutenant of this ship, seeing from the deck of the 
Connecticut the imminent danger to the Hercules, sang 
out for volunteers, and with two or three men left the 
ship and ran to the Hercules with the intention of 
saving her, if possible, from sinking. 

“The Hercules was found in a sinking condition and 
in great danger of going to the bottom. Her crew had 
deserted her, but it appeared not certain at the time that 
al] had escaped. At this moment, and while the storm 
continued, Lieutenant Gay jumped aboard the Hercules, 
and, at the risk of his life, dove below and made a rapid 
search for the remaining members of the derrick’s crew 
who might be there. Finding none he came on deck, ran 
forward to the starboard side and himself closed the 
forward starboard hatch and dogged it down securely, the 
water rising to his waist in the process, and with great 
difficulty closed the remaining hatches of the derrick.” 

“The volunteer prompt and efficient action of Lieu- 
tenant Gay, and his courageous fearlessness in the 
presence of extreme danger, made certain that no man 


‘ 


of the crew of the dredge was left on board, and un- ‘ 


doubtedly saved the dredge from sinking entirely.” 

Rear Admiral Leutze made this endorsement : 

“Not only was this a fine example of persona] courage 
and ability to lead men into danger when emergeacy 
requires it, but there is little doubt that Lieutenant Gay’s 
unhesitating and well directed efforts on the occasion 
were of great value to the Navy in preventing further 
damage to the Hercules.” 

In his letter te Lieutenant Gay Acting Secretary 
Winthrop said: 

“The Department desires to offer you its hearty com- 
mendation for your action on this occasion, and to state 
that a copy of this letter has been placed on file with 
your record in the Department.” 
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THE ACCIDENT TO THE CASTINE. 


The gunboat Castine, tender for the Third Submarine 
Division of the Atlantic Fleet, was rammed by the sub- 
marine Bonita July 11 and hurriedly beached to prevent 
sinking. The flotilla of submarines, including the Bonita, 
Grayling, Narwhal, Snapper, Stingray and Tarpon, is 
engaged in maneuvers off Provincetown, Mass., and at 
the time of the accident it was supposed that they were 
all far out in the bay. Suddenly, while several members 
of the Castine’s crew were in swimming, the Bonita rose 
beneath the gunboat, and as she came up scraped her 
whole length across the Castine’s bottom. Water poured 
into the lower engine room and the dynamo room com- 
partments of the Castine, flooding them and threatening 
to extinguish the fires under the boilers. The doors of the 
watertight compartments were immediately closed, and 
the Castine started full speed for the shore. She reached 
the beach under her own steam and rested easily in 
shallow water. All her crew remained on board. No one 
was injured. The Castine carried eighty men and was 
commanded by Lieut. Ralph A. Koch. The Bonita was 
under command of Ensign Sloan Danenhower and carried 
a crew of fifteen men. She escaped with no injury beyond 
the denting of a portion of her armor, the loss of a small 
section of her railing and damage to her periscopes. The 
Castine came off at high tide July 13 under her own 
steam, having had her damaged plates temporarily re- 
paired under the direction of Naval Constructor Rock. 
With the naval tug Iwana alongside she steamed into 
Provincetown Harbor and anchored at her regular 
anchorage. 

In connection with the collision of the submarine 
Bonita with the gunboat Castine, the Springfield Repub- 
lican says: “The accident again brings to mind the 
singular immunity from fatal disaster which has attended 
the operations of the Submarine Flotilla of the U.S. 
Navy. The long series of shocking catastrophes in the 
Frenck submarine fleet is doubtless familiar. Submarines 
of the British, Russian and Japanese navies have also 
come sadly to grief, causing the death of their imprisoned 
crews under the most distressing circumstances. But as 
yet nothing of the sort has happened in our own Navy. 
The question has repeatedly been raised whether this 
immunity on our part has been due to superior construc- 
tion of our submarines and more intelligent handling of 
them, or to mere good luck. Upon the whole, it seems 
clear that the chief cause has been the high intelligence 
of our submarine officers and crews, but the narrow escape 
in Provincetown Harbor, which under slightly different 
circumstances might easily have been turned into a 
disaster to the submarine, suggests that good fortune also 
has played a considerable part.” 
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NAVAL ACADEMY PRACTICE SQUADRON. 


The U.S. warships Iowa, Indiana and Massachu- 
setts arrived at Marseilles, France, on the morning of 
July 8 from Plymouth, England. They encountered a 
heavy gale in the Bay of Biscay. The midshipmen were 
reported to be in splendid condition. As the Massachusetts 
was passing the Mole Midshipman Buckmaster fell over- 
board. He swam to the nearest buoy and waited for a 
boat to pick him up. The ships fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, which was returned by the forts. The officers 
and midshipmen received a warm reception. They were 
flooded with invitations. Mr. Alphonse Gaulin, U.S. 
Consul General, and Miss Gaulin gave a garden party at 
the Villa Sevilla for the officers of the American Cruising 
Squadron on July 12. Forty midshipmen from each of 
the ships—the Iowa, the Indiana and the Massachusetts— 
were present, together with all the available officers. 
Numerous Marseilles officers were among those invited to 
meet the American officers. The Consul General also 
gave an official dinner to a dozen guests, who included 
Captain Clark, commanding the Squadron; General 
Andry, commander of the 15th Army Corps; Mons. 
Grégoire, Prefect of the Department of the Bouches du 
Rhone. Mons. Penissat, chief naval official at Marseilles, 
gave a luncheon Wednesday to the American officers, the 
Consul General and to Mr. Paul H. Cram, the Deputy 
Consul General. Several of the squadron’s officers went 
on short leaves, Capt. C. B. Brittain, of the Massachu- 
sets, to Paris, Comdr.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Major J. M. Carson, jr.,'Q.M., U.S.A., paid $1,975 
for eight polo ponies purchased by him in the month of 
April, 1999, for use im the instruction of cadets at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point, N.Y. The appro- 
priation used to pay for said ponies was that for “Horses 
for Cavalry, Artillery and Engineers, 1909.” The Auditor 
disallowed the claim for credit on account of said ex- 
penditures, saying: “As to these purchases the Auditor 
decided on Nov. 10, 1909: * * * ‘the appropriation 
“Horses for Cavalry, Artillery and Engineers, 1909,” is 
not chargeable with the expenditure for the purchase of 
horses or polo ponies for use in the instruction of cadets 
at the Military Academy at West Point during the fiscal 
year 1909, and’ this office knows ‘of no other appropria- 
tion chargeable with such an expenditure during said 
fiscal year.’ See Comptroller’s decision Nov. 16, 1909.’ 
On appeal the Comptroller approves the decision of the 
Auditor, saying: “I do not understand that cadets at the 
Military Academy belong to any one of the branches of 
the Service indicated in the act, and, such being the case, 
the purchase of polo ponies for use in the instruction of 
cadets out of the appropriation was not warranted. I 
know of no other appropriation to which the expenditure 
is properly chargeable.” 

The Comptroller decided (16 Comp. Dec., 110) that a 
Cavalry officer was not entitled to mounted pay while 
on duty on a transport in the Army transport service 
which did not require him to be mounted. He now decides 
that this does not apply to Capt. James D. Tilford, 2d 
Cav., who was relieved from duty on a transport and 
assigned to duty in charge of transports, taking actual 
station at Newport News, Va. He is entitled to payments 
for forage, stabling, shoeing, ete., authorized by law. 

In reply to an inquiry from Col. Spencer Cosby, C.E., 
U.S.A., the Comptroller decides that the Commission of 
Fine Arts, created by Congress at its, last session, are 
not entitled to office rent, but are entitled to their actual 
expenses of travel, not only from their domiciles to 
Washington and return, but to any place where notice of 
a meeting is received. The question of their right to 
employ clerical service will have to be submitted to the 
Attorney General. 








ENLISTED SERVICE CARRIES LONGEVITY PAY. 


On June 30, 1910, the Comptroller of the Treasury 
handed down a very important decision in the case of 
the widow of the late Major Joseph B. Collins. For 
many years the contention has been made that even prior 
to June 18, 1878, officers were entitled to credit for en- 
listed service in the Regular Army in the computation 
of their pay. This has uniformly been denied. About a 
year ago Mrs. Betsey A. Mower, widow of the late Major 
Gen. Joseph A. Mower, presented her claim for this 
credit. The Auditor made a trifling allowance for one 
item other than the longevity credit which was claimed, 
and disallowed the main claim for credit on the authority 
of the decision of the Second Comptroller of the Treasury 
of July 24, 1888, and a more recent decision reported 
in the Fifteenth Comptroller’s Decisions, page 220. Her 
attorneys, Messrs. King and King. appealed from this 
decision to the Comptroller, and filed an elaborate printed 
brief in support of their views of the law. and they 
argued the matter orally before Assistant Comptroller 
Mitchell. Later they argued the case before Mr. Trace- 
well, the Comptroller, in person, who decided that because 
Congress had made an appropriation to pay the $1.20 
which the clajmant has been allowed on the other item, 
that he could take no further jurisdiction of the case, 
notwithstanding the fact that the appeal was pending in 
his office at the time the case was certified for apnropria- 
tion. This decision was on a technicality of the Treasury 
practice, which did not go to the merits of the proposi- 
tion, and Messrs. King immediately prepared another test 
case—that of Major Joseph B. Collins—and argued that. 
Under date of June 30, the Comptroller sustained the 
contention they made and allowed the claim for credit 
for all of the time the officer had served as an enlisted 
man in the Regular Army. 

The Comptroller, after referring at large to the decision 
of the Court of Claims in the Stewart case, says: 

“I think the decision of the Court of Claims in the 
Stewart case is decisive of the question that service as 
an enlisted man in the Regular Army is service in the 


Army within the meaning of the Act of July 5, 1838, and 
that such service both before and after the passage of 
the Act of June 18, 1878, should be counted in computing 
the services of commissioned officers (exclusive of general 
officers) of the Army for the purpose of longevity pay 
and allowances. 

“Said decision overrules and sets aside the decision of 
the accounting officers, to the effect that service as an 
enlisted men in the Regular Army is not service in the 
Army within the meaning of the Act of July 5, 1838, and 
should not be considered in determining the basis for the 
payment of the additional ration as authorized by the said 
Act of July 5, 1838. F 

“I am of opinion that Major Collins’s service as an 
enlisted man in the Regular Army from July 9, 1846, to 
May 19, 1847, should be taken into consideration in 
determining claimant’s rights to the additional longevity 
ration after he became a commissioned officer.” 


DECISIONS BY THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The request by the Acting Chief of Coast Artillery, thar 
4,000 badges of the design submitted be.manufactured for 
issue by the Chief of Coast Artillery to enlisted men of the 
organizations standing at the head of each class of heavy 
gun and mortar batteries, is approved, and the Quarter- 
master General authorized to manufacture the necessary 
number. 2 

An officer of the 28th Infantry reports that moving 
target M, used in record practice practice on moving 
targets, expert rifleman’s test, consisted of two targets 
FE, and that he fired first shot at leading target and four 
shots at second, making a hit in each instance; inquires 
if he is entitled to have his record include hits on both 
targets. Concurring with department commander, recom- 
mended that ofticer be answered in the affirmative: also 
that description of moving target M, Provisional S.A.F.M., 
1909, be amended to read: “When used for expert rifle- 
man’s test, the car will carry but one target B.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


FLEET MOVEMENTS AND CHANGES. 

Upon the arrival of the Special Service Squadron at 
Hampton Roads, about July 21, the squadron will be 
disbanded as such and reconstituted as the Fifth Diyision 
of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, consisting of the Tennessee 
(flagship), North Carolina, Montana and, later, the 
Washington. The Chester will be detached from the divi- 
sion upon completion of target practice, which the division 
will hold soon after arrival at Hampton Roads. Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Winthrop issued orders on July 
11 creating the Fifth Division. The Washington, which 
is now on the Pacific coast, will he brought around South 
America to the Atlantic Ocean within the next few months 
to join the squadron. The new Fifth Division will not 
take part in the European cruise next fall. The Special 
Service Squadron has been in South American waters 
attending the centennial celebration of the Argentine 
Republic, at Buenos Aires, in command of Rear Admiral 
Sidney A. Staunton, who will now command the Fifth 
Division of the Atlantic Fleet, with the Tennessee as his 
flagship. 

Work on all the battleships which have been at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard for repairs was practically completed 
early in the week. The Louisiana went to sea on July 
10, bound for Gardiner’s Bay. The Delaware, which 
sailed from Hampton Roads July 9 to test her machinery, 
did not get far from the Virginia coast next day, keeping 
within easy wireless hailing distance. But she was prettv 
active within a limited space of operation. The ship will 
go as far as St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, before re- 
turning to the roads, and will also be subjected to other 
speed tests. 

The U.S. cruiser New York, Comdr. J. L. Jayne, has 
arrived at Colombo from Aden, en route fo relieve the 
cruiser Charleston, flagship of the Asiatic Squadron. She 
experienced terrific heat in the Red Sea and rough,weather 
off Socotra. At Aden the officers and crew received a 
cordial reception, a series of festivities being arranged 
for the visitors. 

Capt. Burns T. Walling, U.S.N., captain of the New 
York Navy Yard, has been ordered to duty as command- 
ant of the naval station at San Juan, P.R., to relieve 
Commodore Karl Rohrer, retired, who has been ordered 
to his home. This change is in line with the policy of 
the Department to relieve all retired officers of active 
duty. Comdr. Louis S. Van Duzer, now on waiting or- 
ders, will be assigned to duty as captain of the New 
York Yard. 

The official mail address of the commander-in-chief, 
U.S. Asiatic Fleet, has been changed from the Charleston 
to the New York. 

The U.S.S. Chicago, which has been at the Boston 
Navy Yard since January for general reconstruction and 
repair to adapt it for use as a training ship for the Boston 
companies of the Naval Reserve, left the yard on July 12 
with all work complete save the painting of her upper 
works. The Chicago will sail for Gardiner’s Bay July 23. 

OUR SHIPS IN SOUTH AMERICAN WATERS. 

Press despatches from New Orleans dated July 14 
spoke of the arrival there of the U.S.S. Prairie, Comdr. 
Edward T. Witherspoon, with the news that the Ma- 
driz gunboat Venus had been captured by the Estrada, 
or revolutionary, forces during a recent fight off the 
Atlantic coast between Pearl Lagoon and Bluefields. The 
despatches credit Commander Witherspoon with making 
statements about the conditions in Nicaragua and the 
duty of this country in the matter of intervention, which, 
of course, may be credited to the imagination of the 
journalistic interviewer, rather than to the naval officer, 
who knows regulations well enough to know that it is 
not the province of a ship’s commander to lay down 
rules of policy in our treatment of a foreign country 
or to dictate a course of conduct to the State Depart- 
ment. The Venus sailed from New Orleans about three 
months ago under the Norwegian flag, but soon turned up 
at Greytown, Nicaragua, as a full-fledged gunboat, well 
armed and equipped. She was in command of Generals 
Irias and Altschul. 

The gunboat Paducah, Captain Gilmer commanding, 
which has been patroling the east coast of Nicaragua, 
and the transport Prairie, used to transport marines be- 
tween Colon and Bluefields, have been ordered home. 
The Paducah will go to theinavy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., 
for repairs, and the Prairie to Norfolk. The place made 
vacant by the recall of the Paducah will be filled by the 
gunboat Tacoma, now on her way to Bluefields by way 
of Guantanamo. The gunboat Dubuque, which has 
assisted in the patrol of the eastern coast of Nicaraguan 
waters for many months past, will also be ordered back 
to the United States in a few weeks. Her place probably 








will be taken by the gunboat Marietta, now undergoing 
repairs at the Portsmouth Navy Yard. The gunboat 
Vicksburg, the only American warship on the west coast 
of Nicaragua, will remain in that vicinity indefinitely, 
looking after American interests. 

NAVY COURTS. 

Asst. Paymr. Lawrence G. Haughey, U.S.N., who has 
been dismissed from the Service by President Taft for 
embezzlement, was court-martialed at the Boston Yard 
last spring in connection with the disappearance of 
$3,500 from the safe of the pay office at that yard. Capt. 
Charles E. Fox was president of the court. There were 
two charges—embezzlement of the pay funds and 
“culpable inefficiency in the performance of his duties.” 
He was found guilty of the second charge, and, since his 
friends had made good the amount of money which had 
disappeared, the court recommended that he be dismissed 
without further punishment. Haughey, who hails from 
Indiana, entered the Service Jan. 25, 1906, and at the 
time his dismissal was signed by the President, July 12, 
he stood No. 2 on the list of assistant paymasters. Presi- 
dent Taft and all the naval authorities, from Secretary 
Meyer down through the Navigation Bureau, were ap- 
pealed to in the mean time by Mrs. Haughey and their 
friends, with the aid of Senators, to save the young 
paymaster. The Department was inclined to grant their 
wishes, if possible, but the evidence showed that Haughey, 
pleading ‘ll, had sent a pay clerk to the office to open 
the safe and count the money. The clerk, fearing that 
he might be under suspicion if he opened the safe alone, 
called in two witnesses, who were with him when they 
discovered the shortage. The fact that Haughey offered 
to make good the amount with the aid of friends was 
construed as a confession of his crime. 

After the return of the U.S.S. Delaware from her 
shakedown cruise to the West Indies, Lieut. (J.G.) 
Grafton A. Beall, U.S.N., will be tried on the charge of 
sleeping on duty, before a court composed of the following 
officers of the Navy: Capt. Roy C. Smith, president; 
Comdrs. J. H. Oliver, F. W. Kellogg, Mark L. Bristol, 
Frank Marble and P. W. Hourigan, Lieut. Comdrs. P. 
Symington, F. N. Freeman and H. B. Yarnell, members; 
Lieut. F. R. McCrary, judge advocate. These officers 
are at Newport, R.I., where the trial will be held, 

The Navy Department received a report on July 9 
from Capt. Alfred Reynolds, U.S.N., commanding the 
receiving ship Franklin, at the Norfolk Navy Yaru, of the 
theft of a sum reported to be about $3,000 from the pay- 
master’s safe on board that vessel. The safe was broken 
into, the report said, the money taken and there was no 
clue to the perpetrators of the crime. Asst. Paymr. James 
C. Hilton, U.S.N., one of the pay officers of the vessel, 
who is a native of Baltimore, was at his home in Balti- 
more on leave of absence on account of his mother’s 
illness when the theft occurred. He was immediately 
telegraphed for and returned to his station at once. A 
court of inquiry will be convened to determine the respon- 
sibility for the theft of the money. ; 

EFFICIENCY TESTS. 

The new torpedoboat destroyer Roe, one of the first 
destroyers burning oil exclusively, is unofficially reported 
to have made a speed of thirty-one knots an hour on her 
Standardization recently on the measured course off 
Lewes, Del. Her record was reported to the Navy De- 
= on July 14. Her contract speed is twenty-eight 

nots. 

With a view to determining the relative efficiency of 
various types of engines in retrograde maneuvers, the 
scout cruisers Birmingham and Salem left Provincetown, 
Mass., July 9, to engage in backing tests off Cape Ann. 
The Chester recently had similar trials. Each cruiser is 
fitted with a different type of engine. Two have turbines 
and one has reciprocating engines. The Birmingham 
and the Salem will later go to sea, one to the North 
Atlantic and the other to the South Atlantic, for a series 
of long range wireless tests. 

An improyed compass is being tested by the Navy 
Department on the scout cruiser Birmingham. The new 
compass is a combination of the old, with a rapidly 
revolving gyroscope which eliminates all variation and 
deviation of the needle. This, according to Navy experts, 
will make navigation much easier and remove the element 
of uncertainty introduced by variation and deviation. 
Another advantage of the improved compass is that it 
can be placed in the interior of the ship, where it can be 
protected by armor plate. Branch compass stations also 
can be placed in different parts of the ship, connected by 
an electric wire to the main compass. So far the reports 
on the new compass are said to have been satisfactory. 

_ Following an examination by a naval board of inspec- 
tion, the Rockland (Me.) course has been chosen as the 
best of the courses used over which to try naval vessels. 
The two other courses used, which were carefully gone 
over, are the Provincetown, Mass., and the Delaware 
Breakwater courses. 

NAVY CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 

Final plans for the unnamed new battleships, techui- 
cally called Nos. 34 and 35, have been approved by the 
Navy Department. Specifications and advertisements for 
bids will be prepared immediately. While Nevada and 
Oklahoma, Arizona and New Mexico, in the order named, 
are the only states for which existing naval craft have 
not been named, a suggestion that one of the new battle- 
ships be christened the Texas is being considered by the 
Navy Department. The present battleship Texas is of 
an old type and may be given another name. 

The contracts for the construction of the three sub- 
marines for Pacific coast delivery, which were authorized 
by the appropriation of 1909, has been let by the Electric 
Boat Company. Two of them are to be built by the 
Union Iron Works, of San Francisco, and one by Moran 
and Company, of Seattle, Wash. The Lake submarine 
boat for Atlantic coast delivery will probably be built at 
Bridgeport, Conn. Each of the boats will cost approxi- 
mately $400,000. 

The collier under construction at Sparrows Point, Md., 
and known as No. 8, has been officially designated the 
Neptune. This ship, authorized by Congress March 3, 
1909, and the contract let Sept. 7 at $889,600, is to be 
completed by May 23, 1911. On July 1 she was 34.9 
per cent. completed. The Neptune is 520 feet long, 65 
feet beam, 27.6 mean draft; cargo and bunker coal ca- 
pacity, 12,500 tons; speed on trial, 14 knots. The con- 
tract calls for triple expansion reciprocating engines, 
but it was modified by the substitution, on recommenda- 
tion of the builders, of Melville-McAlpin reduction gear. 

The following was the degree of completion July 9, 
1910, of vessels under construction for the U.S. Navy: 
Battleships—Florida, 68.8; Utah, 80.0; Wyoming, 28.4; 
Arkansas, 34.6. Torpedoboat destroyers—Paulding, 92.4; 
Drayton, 86.1; Roe, 92.3; Terry, 89.7; Perkins, 86.8; 
Sterett, 83.8; McCall, 85.4; Burrows, 85.2; Warrington, 
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74.4: Mayrant, 79.1; Monaghan, 26.7; Trippe, 49.9; 
Walke, 39.1; Ammen, 48.5; Patterson, 33.0. Submarine 
torpedoboats—Salmon, 97.4; Carp, 58.6; Barracuda, 
58.6; Pickerel, 53.1; Skate, 53.1; Skipjack, 45.3; 
Sturgeon, 43.7; Thrasher, 6.4; Tuna, 28.3; Seal, 51.2. 
Colliers—-Cyclops, 79.3; No. 8, 34.9. 

The Navy Department has invited eight firms to submit 
bids for extending Drydock No. 3 at Norfolk, Va. The 
dock, which is 550 feet long, is to be extended to 732 feet 
to accommodate the largest battleships now under con- 
structién or authorized. An additional appropriation of 
$550,000 was granted at the recent session of Congress. 
The contractors are. expected to begin work about Sept. 1, 
and have the extension completed by Nov. 1 of next year. 

The Navy Department announced July 12 these awards 
of contracts for armor piercing projectiles: To the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, 600 10-inch projectiles at 
$135 each: 1,050 S-inch projectiles at $74.95 each; 25 
83-inch projectiles at $18.80 each. To the Crucible Steel 
Company of America, 300 10-inch projectiles at $135 
each; 700 8-inch projectiles at $74.95 each. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop has awarded 
a contract to the Petroleum Iron Works of Sharon, Pa., 
for constructing six steel tanks for storing fuel oil and 
six tanks for storing gasoline for the oil fuel depots 
which will be established by the Navy. The tanks will 
be placed at Bradford, R,I.; Norfolk, Va.; Charleston, 
S.C.; Key West, Fla.; Guantanamo, Cuba, and San 
Juan, P.R. 

SALE OF VESSELS. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop on July 13 
sold the naval yacht Hornet to Nathan S. Stern, of New 
Orleans for $5,100. She is useless for naval purposes and 
has been stricken from the navy list. She was built 
in 1890 and was purchased by the Navy Department 
from Henry M. Flagler at the outbreak of the Spanish 
War at a cost of $117,500. 

The Secretary of the Navy has signed an order au- 
authorizing the sale of the third class cruisers Detroit 
and Boston, the gunboat Concord and the torpedoboat 
Winslow, as the amount necessary to make them efficient 
is out of proportion to their military value. 

WORK OF PRIVATE SHIPYARDS. 

The keel of the new battleship for the Argentine Re- 
public was laid on July 9 in the yards of the New York 
Shipbuilding Company at Camden, N.J. About noon 
Admiral Domecq Garcia, president of the Argentine naval 
commission, and several of his aids met officials of the 
shipbuilding company at the yard, and the immense keel 
was hoisted and put in place by a 100-ton crane. The 
laying of the keel was part of the celebration in the 
United States of the natal day of the Argentine Republic. 
Immediately after the keel was laid the visitors and 
officers of the shipbuilding company were guests of De 
Courey May, president of the company, at luncheon. The 
battleship is to be of the Dreadnought type, 585 feet 
long. 93 feet G6 inches beam. She will have a displacement 
of 27,500 tons, and will take two years to build. 

As to the spalled plates on the U.S.S. North Dakota 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company make the following 
statement: “Last summer difficulty was experienced at 
the shipyards becanse of the non-arrival of some of the 
armor plates from the Midvale Steel Company of Pennsyl- 
vania. Two of the plates that did come were found to 
be faulty, in that they were spalled, or blistered. New 
plates were ordered, but the delay was so prolonged that 
the North Dakota was held up on her trial] trips. Finally 
the delay became serious, and as the ship was all ready 
for her trips the Midvale Steel Company, the Fore River 
Company and the Government reached an agreement 
whereby the two faulty plates were placed on the ship 
for her trial trip only, with the understanding that when 
the new plates arrived the expense of tearing off the old 
ones and substituting the new ones would be borne by 
the Midvale Steel Company. The substitution of the new 
plates is a simple matter and has been attended to, and 
the present board of naval officers that has been appointed 
is simply endeavoring to adjudicate the cost of removing 
the old plates and installing the new ones.” 

The American submarine boat Salmon arrived at 
Hamilton, Bermuda, on July 10 from Quincy, Mass., on 
her endurance trial. She reports having had a fine voyage 
except in crossing the Gulf Stream, where she encoun- 
tered rather heavy seas. The only trouble on board was 
caused by green hands, who all got seasick. A slight 
mishap befell one of her engines, and she was run in 
under the other. The Salmon sailed again for Hampton 
Roads after a few days. The trip of the Salmon 
was not a Navy test. It was conducted by the Electric 
Boat Company. which built her -for the Government. 
This is one of the longest runs ever made by a submarine 
without a convoy. The Salmon set out on her return 
voyage | from Bermuda for Provincetown, Mass., on 
July 158. 

It is reported that the Cunard Company contemplates 
building an Atlantic liner similar to the record-breaking 
Mauretania and Lusitania, but equipped with oil burning 
boilers. It is also said that these two ships would them- 
selves have utilized oil but for its high cost at the time 
the vessels were built. The opening up of new oil fields 
having solved the problems of supply and cost, it is now 
estimated that oil will effect a saving of $60,000 on each 
round trip. “Not only.” says the Engineer and Iron 
Trades Advertiser. of Glasgow, Scotland, “would the 
wages in the stoke hole be considerably reduced, for 
fewer firemen would be necessary, but the space occupied 
by the coal bunkers could be largely utilized for cargo, 
while there also would be more room for passengers.” 

FINE NAVY TARGET RECORDS. 

Commenting on the fine work of the men behind the 
guns on the U.S.S. Idaho, who at recent target practice 
in Southern waters made a percentage of 94 with the 
12-inch battery, 84 per cent. hits with the 8-inch and 73 
per cent. with the 7-inch guns, Capt. H. O. Dunn, com- 
manding the Idaho, said: “When it is remembered that 
this gunnery was done at sea in fairly rough weather, 
steaming ten knots an hour, and aiming at a small canvas 
target, 1,215 feet, the difficulties of the practice can be 
realized. Hard. earnest work by officers and crew not 
only put the Idaho at-the head of the American Navy, 
but at the head of the world sea fighters.’ The best 
12-inch gun made three hits in sixty-eight seconds, an 
unparalleled record for shooting in rough water at sea. 
The best 8-inch turret made fifteen hits out of sixteen 
shots in the fast time of one minute and seventeen seconds, 
or three hits per gun per minute. The best 7-inch gun 
made nine hits out of ten shots at the rate of seven hits 
per minute. This remarkable shooting, won the. first 


Navy prize, and the crew divided $400 between them., In: 


honor of their achievement with the guns,.and also to 
celebrate Independence Day, the crew of the Idaho had 
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a special dinner on the Fourth of July. The menu of 
this repast follows: Radishes, sliced tomatoes, lettuce; 
roast chicken with dressing, giblet gravy, cranberry sauce ; 
cold sliced ham, green peas, creamed potatoes; blackberry 
pie, assorted cakes; fresh peaches; ice cream; coffee. 

Frank Leslie’s publishes a portrait of Coxswain J. R. 
Edwards, U.S.N., of whom it says: “When a man makes 
nine bull’s-eyes out of ten shots with an ordinary rifle 
he usually struts about making ‘cocky’ remarks about 
sharpshooters and such like. When a soldier does it they 
pin a pretty bronze medal] on the frontage of his swelling 
coat. Here is a man, a young one, who can make sixteen 
bull’s eyes out of sixteen shots—with a giant gun of the 
Navy. He did it very recently, thereby establishing a 
record. Coxswain J. R. Edwards is stationed on the 
battleship South Carolina.’ During the recent target 
practice off Cape Henry he made the sixteen shots re- 
corded above. His time was four minutes. Considerable 
surprise was shown in naval circles over this feat. It 
sets a standard of excellence for the marksmanship of 
American marines that is making our foreign friends ‘sit 
up and take notice.’ ”

G.O. 69, JUNE 24, 1910, NAVY DEPT. 

In order to prevent any further undue accumulation of sup- 
plies and materials at the various navy yards and stations, 
the Department hereby directs that on and after July 1, 
1910, all requisitions for stock supplies and materials shall 
be submitted to the Paymaster General of the Navy for ap- 
proval or disapproval according to his judgment, based on 
the quantities reported to be on hand or available for ship- 
ment from. other yards or stations. 

Requisitions for stock must bear statements showing— 
Quantities on hand of supplies or articles called for; quanti- 
ties used during the preceding six months, and length of 
— the supplies or articles to be purchased are intended to 
ast. 

Other requisitions, i.e., those intended to cover purchase 
of supplies or material needed for immediate use or for a 
specific purpose, shall be submitted to the Paymaster General 
of the Navy via the bureau concerned. 

If, in the opinion of the Paymaster General, any such 
requisition should not be approved, then he shall disapprove 
and submit it immediately to the Department, with his rea- 
sons for the action taken. 

Requisition for the purchase of material on account of a 
job order shall bear beside the statement of the special ob- 
ject for which the supplies or materials are needed— 

The original estimate of the quantities for the particular 
item or materials asked for; the quantity already used on 
the job; the quantity still actually on hand in store; the 
origina! estimate of the time ry to complete the job, 
and the date of commencement of the work thereon. 

Instructions heretofore published anent the submitting, 
under certain conditions, of requisitions to the Department 
before action will continue to remain in force.

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GETTYSBURG MANEUVER OAMP. 
Gettysburg, Pa., July 14, 1910. 

The first instruction period at the camp came to a close on 
Saturday last with the departure of the Virginia and Maryland 
troops for their home stations, and the second period was in- 
augurated by the arrival of the 2d and 3d New Jersey Infantry, 
Battery B, Field Art., N.J., and the 9th, 12th and 13th Penn- 
sylvania Infantry, 1st and 2d Troops of Cavalry and Battery 
B, Field Art., Pa. 

Beautiful weather has marked the first ten-day period and 
the program outlined has been carried out without a hitch, and 
with results entirely satisfactory to the commanding general and 
all others concerned. Beyond the injury to 1st Sergt. Theodore 
Sinzig, Troop A, 15th Cav., whose leg was broken during the 
maneuver of Friday last, there have been no accidents, and 
beyond a few cases of heat prostration the health of the en- 
tire command has been excellent. 

General Wotherspoon is loud in his praise of the high stand- 
ard of intelligence displayed by both officers and men of the 
visiting troops and especially with the order and discipline evi- 
denced in the Militia commands. There has only been one 
feature to mar an otherwise perfectly harmonious camp and 
that has been the stand taken by the Ist Virginia Regiment in 
the case of one of the colored men of the War College Detach- 
ment. This man, Thomas Carroll, was passing through the camp 
in broad daylight and it is alleged failed to halt in answer to 
the challenge of two sentries; whereupon four or five members 
of the guard, with fixed bayonets, charged the soldier who, ac- 
cording to his statement, became frightened at their threatening 

* attitude and drew an empty revolver to scare them off. The 
case was the subject of a conversation between Governor Mann, 
of Virginia, and General Wotherspoon. Certain Virginia papers 
have magnified the matter, until it has become an irksome sub- 
ject in the camp. Of course, the case was investigated and the 
man ordered for trial by summary court, but this did not sat- 
isfy the Governor or the 1st Virginian, who clamored for trial 
by G.C.M., and the matter will doubtless be referred to Wash- 
igton for final disposition. 

General Macklin, Maryland Militia, was a visitor Saturday 
and seemed much pleased with the work of the Maryland troops. 

Major Daniel H. Boughton, U.S.A., provost marshal and in 
charge of adjustment of claims" for damages to crops, etc., is 
highly pleased with the honesty and public spirited manner in 
which the exercises are regarded by the hundreds of farmers 
from whom drill privileges have been rented. This is a valuable 
farming section, but the tendency on the part of landowners is 
to overlook minor damages altogether, and to be exceedingly 
liberal in charges for damages. This is a striking contrast 
to Pine Camp, where the land was poor, and where one man 
wanted $150 because the Cavalry crossed his pastures and 
frightened his cows. 

One feature of the departure of troops was the rapid manner 
in which they were entrained. The 1st Maryland was composed 
of separate companies, from different parts of the state. All 
got away on scheduled time, and the whole command of 3,500 
Militiamen were entrained with a delay of only fifty minutes, 
which is considered a record. This excellent work is due to the 
energetic efforts of Major Richmond McA. Schofield, Q.M. Dept., 
and the promptness of the railroad in furnishing cars. 

Another feature of the camp has been the almost total ab- 
sence of paper work at headquarters. It is really a division 
in the field, and while the office force is here and the hours 
long and uncertain, beyond stenographic reports the routine 
orders and administration work is carried on by field messages, 
and they accomplish the same result quicker and better. This 
involves much work for the adjutant, Capt. C. C. Carter, C.A.C., 
who misses Major Todd, ordered to the Philippines. But 
Captain Carter has the situation well in hand and the camp 
promises to be a model so far as avoiding unnecessary paper 
work is concerned. 

In the preparation of the problems,’ the same simplicity has 
been followed and time and labor are saved. The program pre- 
pared by the General Staff is followed and works as well in 
practice as in theory. The problems combine all possible situ- 
ations and tend more toward quick action, short marches and 
spirited movement than to long-drawn-out hikes and extensive 
operations for long periods of time. The consequence is the 
men take more interest, display more energy and take advantage 
of every opportunity offered them to grasp the situation offered. 

Among the week-end visitors were Brig. Gen. Henry G. 
Sharpe, Commissary General of the Army, and Capt. W. L. 
Rodgers, U.S.N. Invitations have been extended by General 
Wotherspoon to nearly all of the bureau chiefs and it is ex- 
pected that Generals Crozier and Aleshire will visit the camp 
during the menth. 

The first actual battle occurred on the 8th, the problem repre- 
senting a Red force ten miles to the southwest of a position 
near Gettysburg, having information that a regiment of Infantry 
and a couple of troops of Blue Cavalry were en route to Gettys- 
burg from a point ten miles southeast of 85, with orders to de- 
stroy the bridge of the Western Maryland Railroad across Rock 
Creek. The Red commander sent out the 29th Infantry, one 
troop, 15th Cav., one battery, 3d Field Art., one company of 
Engineers and half an ambulance company, with orders to take 
up a position near Wolf Hill and hold the Blue force east of 
that place until nightfall, when reinforcements were to be avail- 
able and sent out. A Blue force, in a friendly country, con- 
sisting of the 2d Infantry, two troops, 15th Cav., one battery, 
3d Field Art., one company of Engineers and half an ambulance 
company, was marching west on the Bonneauville Pike, with 
orders to destroy the bridge. At noon, when the Cavalry point 
reached 85, the Blue commander, who was at that point, received 
a telephone message from a friendly inhabitant, to the effect 
that a Red force of about one regiment and some Artillery and 
Cavalry were at that moment resting at 142, and that the Red 
commander intended taking up a position near Wolf. Hill to 
interfere with the march of the Blue commander. The Blue 
commander wired to the Blue army commander, ten miles south- 
east of 85, and received orders to attack and drive the Red 
force across Rock Creek. The simulated attack and defense were 
well carried out, but it was decided after an all-afternoon fight 
that the Red army still held the bridge, as from the defensive 
position taken by the Red commander it would have been im- 
practicable for the Blue commander to have won a victory within 
the time limits. 

The Engineer Corps are making nightly experiments with 
their portable searchlights. The value of such lights in coast 
defense is assured, and from work done here it seems they should 
become an important factor in land attacks. They can pick up 
the surrounding country, especially in this mountainous region, 
for miles around. The equipment consists of two lights, one 
twenty-four and the other thirty-six inches, mounted on a col- 
lapsible pyramid on a wagon constructed for the purpose, and 
in operation does not look unlike the steel range towers on 
our modern Preadnoughts. 

Major Eben Swift, General Staff, Chief of Staff, is probably 
the most sought after officer in camp. His wide knowledge of 
Gettysburg and of the details of the awful conflict in 1863 
makes him a most valuable guide from a military point of 
view. He has a multigraphed pamphlet gotten out by him at 
the War College describing the big battle in every detail from 
day to day, and the maps accompanying it show in colors 
the different phases of the battle. It is worthy of wider pub- 
lication, and it is a wonder Major Swift does not give the 
world at large an opportunity to follow step by step this his- 
toric epoch of the Civil War. 

Governor Fort, of New Jersey, arrived on the 12th and Bat- 
tery B, N.J., gave him the prescribed salute. The New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania troops aggregate 288 officers and 3,358 men, 
and all look like seasoned soldiers. In fact the observers and 
General Wotherspoon have remarked on the businesslike manner 
in which they arrived and went to work on encampments. One 
troop, the City Troop, Pennsvivania, arrived, detrained and 
saddled in fourteen minutes. The Pennsylvania men came in a 
heavy thunderstorm, but through it all worked and shed water 
like beavers. 

The strength of headquarters was increased on the 11th by 
the arrival of Major David D. Porter, assistant adjutant and 
inspector, Major Wendell ©. Neville, Capts. Harry R. Lay and 
Hugh L. Matthews, all U.S.M.C., here to observe the exercises 


on the invitation of the commanding general to the Marine 
Corps officers to come up and see things. 

The health of the command continues excellent. The weather 
is warm, and the hard thunder shower of Monday laid the 
dust and cooled the atmosphere somewhat. While there was 
quite a blow, no tentage suffered and the chief paymaster was 
not obliged to chase money all over Pennsylvania, as did Major 
—w over the state of New York. when he struck Pine 

amp. 

The Pennsylvania and New Jersey troops are both provisional 
brigades. The New Jersey troops, including 2d and 3d Regi- 
ments of Infantry, are commanded by Brig. Gen. D. F. Collins; 
while the Pennsylvania troops are under the command of 
Brig. Gen. O. B. Dougherty, 3d Pa. Brigade. Governor Stuart, 
of Pennsylvania, is expected to visit the camp.

CHICAGO MILITARY TOURNAMENT. 


Camp J. M. Dickinson, Grant Park, Chicago, Ill., July 12, 1910. 

The fourteen performances given in the arena in the Chi- 
cago Military Tournament since our last letter have attracted 
attention generally throughout the Middle West, the attendance 
has averaged 60,000 at each performance. Early in the week 
Mr. John R. Young, secretary of the tournament association, 
arranged for a more careful distribution of the reserved seats; 
this resulted in ‘bringing before those not heretofore specially 
interested in military matters the superb perfection of our 
military precision. There is no doubt whatever that the whole 
military performance of the Fort Sheridan troops; who are so 
near and dear to Chicagoans, have exceeded expectations in 
every sense of the word; the increased demand for seats dur- 
ing the performance of the 27th Infantry, together with the 
fact that all standing room is also taken, bespeak the esteem 
and appreciation of the Chicagoans for their soldiers. 

The music drill of Major Chatfield’s two battalions of the 
27th Infantry and also his clever exhibition in their marching 
have attracted unusual comments from the 1st and 2d Infantry, 
Illinois National Guard. These two regiments, as bodies, at- 
tended upon the instance of their officers, and the full measure 
of appreciation by them is a source of gratification to the Fort 
Sheridan troops. Major B. C. Morse’s battalion, 27th Inf., in 
its efficient tent pitching and attack of position number give 
a zest to the whole entertainment. The fact that Major Mc- 
Donald’s squadron of the 15th Cavalry has put up such a 
magnificent exhibition of superior handling of horses and men 
has elicited admiration from all sides. The snappy artillery 
drills of Battery F, 5th Field Art., under Lieut. Thomas D. Os- 
borne, has been a fascinating feature. 

The tournament has brought before the great Middle West 
the fact that at its door is this fine body of excellent troops, 
up to date in training and discipline, and the fact that the 
soldiers deported themselves in a highly commendable way has 
won them friends on all sides. 

The Machine Gun Platoon, 27th Inf., under Lieut. R. E. 
O’Brien, gave several exhibitions during the week. Sunday 
afternoon the bands of the 27th Infantry, 5th Field Artillery, 
10th Infantry and 6th Cavalry comhined for a concert in the 
arena. Sunday evening Chaplains George D. Rice, 27th Inf.; 
Andrew C. Murphy, 5th F.A., and John A. Ferry, 10th Inf., 
conducted divine service in the arena with an audience of 
about 10,000 persons. Music was providea by the 10th In- 
fantry and 6th Cavalry bands. Bishop William F. McDowell 
spoke. Mr. Clifford W. Barnes conducted a choir of 500 trained 
voices from the church choirs of Chicago. 

Co. L, 3d Battalion of Engineers, Capt. John R. Slattery, 
commanding, entertained the audience at each performance with 
spectacular bridge building event. A bridge is constructed over 
an imaginary ravine; as the bridge is completed the enemy 
appear and are about to charge when the engineers explode a 
mine and the bridge is demolished. Co. A, Signal Corps, under 
Capt. William A. Cruikshank, have demonstrated how effective 
the Signal Corps, and especially the wireless system, can be 
in warfare. 

Major G. McD. Van Poole, Med. Corps, Chief Surgeon, al- 
ways has a detachment of his corps in the arena in case of 
accidents. The Hospital Corps with two ambulances and other 
field equipments introduce an exciting and interesting race, 
demonstrating the quickness and rapidity with which the wound- 
ed can be handled in action. Capt. R. M. Blanchard, Med. 
Corps, the Sanitary Officer, states the entire command is in a 
healthful condition. 

Thousands of people from the best families of Chicago visit 
the camp every day. Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, assisted 
by his aids, Captains Fenton and Bowley, in charge of the 
arena, are striving to elevate the standard of the Army by 
showing the people what the Army can do, and the General 
is succeeding in accomplishing this end. The Chicago Inter 
Ocean of July 5 says editorially: “The United States soldiers, 
the finest in the world, are on display in Grant Park. Quick. 
alert, clean-cut, the picture of vigorous American manhood, 
these russet clad men are showing Chicago what military train- 
ing means. It is a pity that every citizen of the Union cannot 
see these men as they are, as it would remove a world of 
prejudice.” 

The 27th Infantry, Col. William L. Pitcher. commanding, is 
doing everything a little better and quicker. This regiment has 
the music drill, wall scaling and exhibition parades perfect in 
every detail. Interested audiences watch and time everything 
with keenness. In the absence of Major General Grant, Colonel 
Pitcher and his staff oceupy the box a number of times a week 
and receive the review.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


NEW YORK. 

The National Guard of New York are anxiously awaiting 
the formal order from Army authorities for the Pine Camp 
maneuvers. Nothing so far has been received except the pre- 
liminary order announcing they were going and the date. The 
officers are all at sea in regard to various details, such as 
transportation, etc., and they seem to be unable to obtain any 
information on these points. Most of them feel that the final 
orders should be out now, pointing out that the National 
Guard is not like the Army, which can do a things effectively 
even if it does not get orders till the eleventh hour. 

Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, commanding the Coast Artillery 
of New York, will recommend that a National Guard officer 
of the Coast Artillery be sent to the Fort Monroe School for 
two weeks next year, that regiments camp every other year, 
and that barracks be built at forts at home stations so that 
men could go down voluntarily over Sunday and learn things. 
He believes also that annual instruction would be more bene- 
ficial if the Army commanding officer of the Coast Artillery 
District were placed in direct charge when troops take an- 
nual exercises. There is neither head nor tail at present. 
a sort of too many cooks and spoiled broth situation, with no 
one responsible, and much resultant confusion. 

The 8th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., returned from its tour of camp 
duty at Fisher's Island on July 7. Col. E. F. Austin was de- 
lighted with the work of the men. The regiment had a higher 
percentage of attendance than either the 9th or the 
13th, and made a new record at state service practice. The 
30th and 32d Companies fired four shots at a fixed target at a 
range of 4,000 yards and two shots at moving targets at about 
5,000 yards. The 32d Co., Captain Day, made the figure of 
merit of 79.82, beating the previous company record. The 32d 
Co. is practically a new company, never having had sub-caliber 
practice like the 9th or 13th Regiments. The 8th had six 
working days at the fort. The attendance of the officers and 
men was 90 per cent. as against 85.69 for the 9th Regiment, 
and 66.82 for the 18th Regiment. Colonel Austin denied the 
newspaper reports that his men had had any trouble with the 
Regulars at New London, and said that the most friendly re- 
lations existed between the two commands. 

Capt. James F. Sheehan and First Lieut. and Asst. Surg. 
Talcott O. Vanamee, of Newburgh, N.Y., attended the officers’ 
camp near Albany and returned on July 7, enthusiastic over 
the instruction received. Capt. John Bailey Rose, of the 10th 
Separate Company, attended the opening session, but could not 
remain, Speaking of his visit Captain Sheehan said: “It was 
a complete revelation to the National Guard officers. Ten of- 
ficers from the Regular Army, each an expert,and specialist in 
his line, were present, and the work under their direction be- 
came most fascinating, aside from its importance and its  in- 
structive features. Most of us were familiar with map reading 
as it appears in the text-books ,but on the field it took on a 
new interest. War problems were worked out on the maps 
and in the field exactly as if hostile armies were facing each 
other, and in all my experience in the Guard, I have never 
had anything which proved so absorbing. This is the im- 
pression of all the officers, without exception. Before the 
camp, it would have been inconceivable that so much infor- 
mation could be acquired in so short a time. The camp was 
strictly for the officers. One company of the Guard was pres- 
ent, but they did not share in the work of the officers, except 
incidentally.” 

Capt. A. S. Hackley and Lieuts. K. B. Kloer and Ernest 
Seymour, of Co. H, 23d Regiment, attended an outing of the 
company at Donnelly’s Grove, College Point, L.I., on July 10, 
when a veteran pin was presented to George.W. Haines, sec- 
retary of the Veteran Association of the company. Captain 
Hackley made the presentation and Lieutenants Kloer and Sey- 
mour also made remarks. ‘ 

The ten-day cruise of the Naval Militiamen of New York 
and other States, as announced in the Army and Navy Journal, 
will begin on July 23, sixteen ships being employed. The 
Brooklyn and Manhattan organizations will board the ships 
at Tompkinsville, S.1. 

Ensign Frank R. Lackey of the First Division, Second Naval 
Battalion, has been nominated for lieutenant, junior grade, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Lieut. Arthur 
W. Cohen, who recently joined Lieut. Walter R. Griffith. of the 
Second Division, in a request for a full and honorable dis- 
charge, following the action of Commander Forshew in repri- 
manding a number of alleged mutineers in the division when 
Griffith had recommended that at least two of the men be 
dismissed. 

There will be an election for major in the 12th Regiment on 
July 18, vice Major de Russv, retired. Capt. A. B. “Quarrier, 
senior line captain, is the only candidate. 

Colonel Hotchin, 22d Regiment, has appointed 2d Lieut.

Arrangements for the participation of, the Maryland Naval 
Brigade in the joint maneuvers of the U.S. Navy and Naval 
Militia of the several states, to take place along the Atlantic 
coast from July 23 to August 1, are set forth in an official order 
issued July 14 by Adjutant General Warfield. The Maryland 
Reserves will make the trip aboard the gunboat Isla de Cuba, 
their regular instruction craft, the date of the departure of the 
vessel being fixed for July 21. The Isla de Cuba will proceed 
to Hampton Roads, where the commanding officer will report to 
Rear Admiral Schroeder, commanding the Atlantic Fleet, and 
will be guided by Admiral Schroeder’s instructions during the 
exercises. Not more than the Cuba’s complement of 157 en- 
listed men will be taken on the cruise. 


MICHIGAN. 


The annual tour of duty of the Michigan Naval Brigade 
will be from Aug. 8 to 17, inclusive. The Governor will in- 
spect the ships at Detroit on Aug. 15. 

The Michigan National Guard will encamp in the season 
of 1910, as follows: 1st and 8d Regiments of Infantry at 
Ludington, Mich., from Aug. 9 to 18, inclusive; 2d Infantry 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., from Sept. 19 to 28; Bat- 
tery A, 1st Field Art., at Sparta, Wis., from July 11 to 20. 
The detachments of Co. A, Hospital Corps, will encamp with 
the regiments to which they are assigned; 1st Detachment to 
Ludington; 2d Detachment to Fort Benjamin Harrison and 
3d Detachment to Ludington. Co. A, Engrs., at Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Sept. 19 to 28; the Signal Corps, at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Sept. 19 to 28. 

A circular issued by the A.G. of the Michigan National Guard 
gives the percentage of the attendance and proficiency of the 
different commands, as reported by the Inspector General. Of 
the Infantry commands, the 2d showed the largest average 
strength of companies, with the figure of 54, and the highest 
per cent. present, 84. In percentage of attendance in the 
Cavalry Troop B led Troop A, with 87 as against 75. The 
circular might be made more interesting if the totals of the ag- 
zregate strength and the aggregate present were written down. 
Only one company of the three regiments had 100 per cent. of 
attendance, that being Co. A, Ist Inf. These points are cov- 
ered by the I.G. in his report: Aggregate strength, aggregate 
present. absent without leave, per cent. of attendance, close order 
drill, manual of arms, loading and firing, extended order, guard 
duty, courtesy, discipline, military app*arance, condition of 
armory, condition of arms, professional ability and average per- 
centage. The highest per cent. in courtesy was 95, while the 
lowest was 25, which was its same figure in discipline. This 
low company was D, of the Ist Infantry. 


A G.O. has been issued by the A.G. of Nebraska, that 
“No infantry company will be permitted to leave its home sta- 
tion to participate in the maneuvers or State encampment, with 
less than forty enlisted men, and one officer.” Field and staff 
officers residing at company stations, where companies fail to 
comply with the terms of this order, will not be permitted to 
attend the maneuver camp at Fort Rilev. The rifle and revolver 
teams of Nebraska will report at the State range near Ashland 
on July 18. The executive officer at the range will be Brig. 
Gen. J. C. Hartigan, A.G., and the chief range officer will be 
Major E. H. Phelps. 

In orders dated July 6 the program is announced for the 
tour of duty of the Connecticut N.G. at Camp Weeks from July 
11 to 23. There will be instruction for the Infantry, Signal 
Corps mounted, Field Artillery and Cavalry. On the fourth 
day there will be an elaborate instruction in Infantry march 
ing. defense and attack. 

Former Gen. R. Heber Breintnall on July 11, in Trenton, 
N.J., won the first point in his legal fight to oust from office 
his successor, Adj.

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LABOR’S BOYCOTT OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Almost like a coincidence was the appearance on July 3 
in The Call, the Socialist organ of New York city, of the edi- 
torial published in the Army and Navy Journal on Dee. 11, 
1909, on ‘‘Guardsmen and Labor Unions,’’ in which we 
spoke of the discrimination of labor unions against the Or- 
ganized Militia and the necessity of laws that would prevent 
such discrimination, which practically amounts to a boycott; 
for in that very week the convention of the National Brother- 
hood of Operative Potters of the United States and Canada, 
in session at Atlantic City, adopted, by a unanimous vote, a 
resolution in favor of discouraging enlistment in the Na- 
tional Guard. The delegates speaking in support of the 
resolution said that the National Guard is being used to 
‘‘protect greedy corporations in their attacks on organized 
labor.’’ The reason the Call reprinted our editorial was that 
it had just appeared in the columns of the Exponent, the 
journal founded by the late Mr. James Wallace Van Cleave, 
president of the National Association of Manufacturers. Any- 
thing appearing in the Exponent has the same effect upon 4 
Socialist as a red rag has upon a bull, and hence The Call 
was up in arms as soon as it saw our views reproduced in 
the columns of an organ of ‘‘capitélists.’’ 

In this editorial of ours of last December, which has had 
wide republication throughout the country, we called atten- 
tion to the danger to the system of national defense, in- 
volved in such action as that proposed by the potters, for 
now that the National Guard has been conformed to the 
Regular Army standards it has become a reserve of the 
Federal forces, and an attack upon it is in reality an attack 
upon the whole structure of national defense. If such action 
as that of the potters goes unrebuked by laws, other labor 
bodies may be tempted to take a similar stand, and before 
long we may find a nation-wide movement among working- 
men to break up the Organized Militia. If the opposition of 
the workingmen should result in the disorganization of the 
National Guard, the next logical step for the unions to take 
would be an assault upon the Regular Army. The ground 
of the potters’ opposition to the Guard is that it ‘‘is being 
used te protect greedy corporations in their attacks upon 
organized labor.’’ But the same charge was made against 
the Federal troops when they were called out in the railroad 
strikes in 1877 and in the Debs strike at Pullman, IIl., in 
1894. There is no more evidence that state troops have 
been used ‘‘to protect greedy corporations’’ than there is that 
the Regular Army has been so used. The only time the Militia 
is called out in labor troubles is when rioting gets beyond 
the power of the police authorities-and When law and order 
are openly set aside. Not an instance can be cited when 
troops have been called upon until life and property have been 
threatened by rioters. Therefore it is plain that the potters 
oppose the National Guard, not because of its ‘‘protection 
of greedy corporations,’’ but because it furnishes a force 
which can be called’ upon to put down rioting, and thus 
weaken the power of strikes; for it is unquestionably a fact 
that very few strikes, if any at all, have succeeded without 
some form of intimidation, 

When a local union of potters in Trenton last year advo- 
cated the boycotting by workingmen of the National Guard, 
we said that the time had come for the passage of laws 
making such discrimination illegal. Now that a national 
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labor convention has taken similar ground, there can no 
longer be any doubt in the minds of reasonable and patri- 
otic citizens that legislatures should be called upon to grapple 
at once with this question in the only way it can be met— 
by protecting by law the wearers of the uniform of the 
state from molestation in any form. There has been awak- 
ened a strong sentiment which has expressed itself in the 
form of legislative enactments against discrimination against 
wearers of the Army uniform in places of amusement. Equally 
so should sentiment crystallize into law against the more 
serious discrimination against state soldiers proposed by 
organized labor bodies, discrimination involving the means 
of livelihood and standing among their fellow-workingmen. 
As we have before stated in our columns, recruiting of the 
National Guard already feels the effect of the antagonism 
of small local bodies of workingmen. What will be the. re- 
sult upon the Militia of a unified attack by all labor organ- 
izations can only be conjectured, but that it would materially 
affect the integrity of the National Guard no one will deny 
who knows the influences affecting recruiting in the state 
service.

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BLACK, STARR AND FROST SOON TO MOVE. 

Of interest to their many Service customers is the 
announcement that within a few months active building 
operations will begin on the new structure to be erected 
for the jewelry firm of Black, Starr and Frost at the 
southwest corner of Fifth avenue and Forty-eighth street, 
New York. The firm now occupies the greater part of 
the building especially erected for its use in 1898 on the 
avenue, southwest corner of Thirty-ninth street. They 
have a lease of this building until the spring of 1913, but 
will abandon it as soon as settled in their new home 
early in 1912. Within twelve years so great has been 
the commercial transformation of Fifth avenue that a 
location still further to the north seems more suited to 
the business of the firm. : ; 

The new structure occupies one of the choicest locations 
in the uper Fifth avenue commercial section, which has 
undergone such a radical change within recent years. In 
style it will be Italian Renaissance, and will be an artistic 
addition along somewhat exceptional lines in the business 
development of the avenue. The exterior will be entirely 
of white marble, and the interior handsomely finished 
and decorated. The land represents an investment of 
about $700,000. The building will cost about $250,000, 
so that the completed improvement will cost close to 
$1,000,000. It is the first business house the firm has 


actually owned in its business career of over one hundred 
years. 

“We chose our new home site,” said Witherbee Black, 
secretary and treasurer of the company, “because we 
believe that for the next twenty years or more Fifth 
avenue north of Forty-second street will be the great high 
class retail center of the city. It has already become the 
great art headquarters, and to a large extent is the retail 
jewelry center. For our class of business it seemed more 
desirable than south of Forty-second street.” 

This firm was one of the “charter members” of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL’sS advertising columns, their 
announcement under the then firm name of Ball and 
Black appearing in the first issue of the JOURNAL, Aug. 
29, 1863; they have continued as regular advertisers since 
then. They have furnished class rings, etc., to many of 
the graduating classes of the Military Academy and to 
the various Service organizations and societies, and have 
earried many of the name plates of members of the 
Service for half a century or more. A mark of the confi- 
dence they enjoy from their Service customers is shown 
in the constant requests that come to them from distant 
Western posts and the Philippines to choose a wedding 
or other gift at their own discretion and send it to the 
given address. 

The late Robert C. Black once told a representative 
of the JoURNAL of an unusual answer to their advertise- 
ment, when two typical deep-water tars, whose weather- 
stained togs made an unusual contrast to the crowd of 
Fifth avenue shoppers, strolled in and asked to be shown 
some watches. While making their selection they ex- 
plained how they had been led to come to the store. They 
had been recently shipwrecked and forced te take refuge 
on an uninhabited island, and during their enforced stay 
there had had nothing to read except an old copy of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, which had found its way 
into their open boat. The advertisement of Black, Starr 
and Frost had thus been read and re-read by them until 
they resolved that, if they ever returned to civilization, 
one of their first acts would be to go to that firm and 
each buy what they had so greatly missed during their 
marooning—a good watch. 

This removal will be the seventh since the establish- 
ment of the firm in 1810. In the history of New York 
mercantile houses that of Black, Starr and Frost enjoys 
the unusual distinction of having recently rounded out 
100 years of a successful business career. 

The firm of Black, Starr and Frost, as at present in- 
corporated, consists of R. Clifford Black, president; 
William L. Rich, vice president; Witherbee Black, secre- 
tary and treasurer. After its founding, on May 1, 1810, 
Erastus Barton was succeeded by Frederick Marquand, 
then Marquand and Barton, then Marquand and Brothers, 
then Marquand and Company, who were succeeded in 
1839 by Ball, 'Topkins and Black. Upon the death of 
Mr. Topkins, in 1851, the name of the firm became Ball, 
Black and Company. 

In 1865 William D. Black and Elbert B. Monroe were 
admitted to the firm. In 1874 Ball, Black and Company 
were succeeded by the firm of Black, Starr and Frost, 
whose members were Robert C. Black, Cortlandt W. 
Starr and Aaron V. Frost, and the business was carried 
oa these members until the incorporation, on Feb. 8,
